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WO addresses published in the last issue of this 
Journal have been the subject of quite an extra- 
ordinary amount of comment and have attracted 
much interest. 


Both addresses sounded a religious note and were 
given by men who have reached eminence as citizens. 


We refer to the inaugural address of the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Victoria at the opening of the 
recent Melbourne Conference and to the address given 
by the Director-General of Medical Services of the 
R.A.A.M.C., Major-General W. D. Refshauge, when 
presenting diplomas to graduates of the Victorian 
College of Pharmacy. 


A Journal such as this must of necessity devote most 
of its space to articles and reports which relate to the 
material activities and interests of pharmaceutical 
chemists and safeguarding of their rights and privileges. 
These are the functions of the organisations which 
own and control the Journal. 


The Journal also must at all times avoid discussion 
of controversial questions involving politics and religion 
which would conflict with the views and beliefs of 
sections of members of the organisations and thereby 


give offence. 


But it is not precluded on any grounds from referring 
occasionally to matters which rise above the 
materialistic plane. 


Religion has been defined as recognition on the part 
of man of some unseen higher power as having control 
of his destiny and who is entitled to obedience, 
reverence and worship. 


To the average man nothing is more displeasing than 
displays of exaggerated or affected religious zeal. We 
detest the cant and humbug of the hypocrite, but 
admire the robust wholesome manifestations of good 
springing from the actions of devout men, who put into 
practice in their everyday lives those principles they 
preach. 

Sir Edmund Herring adjured us as professional men 
to distinguish between good and evil and to choose

No matter what our creed or political views, we 
could not dispute the value of that advice. If there 
were general acceptance of it, the nasty little actions 
which so often mar our relationships one with the 
other would be eliminated; closing the eye for example 
to legal requirements in order to make a sale of some- 
thing which would be refused by a_ law-abiding 
neighbour would not be countenanced. Obedience to 
this precept would in effect remove complaints of 
unethical conduct and illegal practice which, unfor- 
tunately, come too frequently under notice. 


Sincere interpretation of the meaning involved would 
reveal the answer to practically any question which 
might arise under any code of ethics. 


Major-General Refshauge in his address advised his 
listeners to take time to think; to take time to be 
friendly; to take time to pray—canons of conduct for 
successful living in any sphere 


It is possible to live too closely to our business 
problems and worries to find the best solution of them. 
At times it is imperative that we detach ourselves for 
a while to give undivided thought to problems which 
baffle and perplex. 


Battle plans are not worked out by generals in the 
front line or centre of the conflict, but from a position 
outside the perimeter of the field where the movement 
of battle and the overall picture can be observed and 


analysed 


Without a periodical objective survey of whatever 
business or professional enterprise we are engaged in 
its faults and weaknesses and trends will not become 
correctly known unless we set aside an appropriate 
portion of time for planning and thinking 


Equally important is the appropriation of some time 
regularly for relaxation and for quietness and medi 
tation Jalance, poise and self-possession, essential 
qualifications for those who would remain master of 
a situation in time of stress or emergency, cannot be 
obtained except by withdrawing now and then from 


the crazy hurly-burly of present-day business 
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Control of Poisons—Statutory and 


Voluntary 

Representatives of Branches of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain held in London on May 17, 
1956, held a lively discussion on the question as to the 
propriety of the Society urging voluntary controls on 
the sale of poisons beyond the restrictions imposed by 
the Poisons Schedules. 

The controversy revolved around the control of 
Methylpentynol which has been placed on the Poisons 
Schedule. The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society 
had, however, suggested to members that the drug 
should not be sold except on prescription. A Branch 
member moved that the meeting was of opinion that 
when a drug had been legally scheduled by the Poison 
Board, any additional instructions by the Society served 
to confuse members and expose them to censure under 
the Code of Ethics. 

An amendment was moved which suggested that by 
making such recommendations the Council of the 
Society failed in its duty to accept the will of Parlia 
ment and placed the living of chemists in jeopardy 

Replying to this, the Secretary and Registrar said 
he thought both motion and amendment were based 
on a complete misconception of the facts. Everything 
the mover and seconder now said could have been said 
with equal force years ago when the Council issued 
similar advice on dextroamphetamine. The Poisons 
Board had now followed the example of the Council 


in that matter. The real point was that it was axiomatic 
that professional standards were in advance of the law 
of the land. The law of the land was not necessarily 


the highest standard that should be observed by people 
who could regard themselves as of professional! status. 
Both the amendment and the motion were lost by a 


large majority. 


Heroin: Death Penalty in U.S.A.? 

A report from Washington states that on July 9 the 
House of Representatives unanimously passed a Bil! im 
posing the death penalty for anyone selling or giving 
heroin to minors. 

The Bill permits the death penalty to be meted out 
to persons who peddle or give heroin to minors under 
the age of 18, if a jury so recommends. 

Without a jury’s recommendation, the penalty could 
be 10 years or life, even for a first offence. 

The bill outlaws heroin—called the “slow-death nar 
cotic’—in the United States except for research pur- 
poses. 

It requires all heroin now held to be surrendered to 
the Treasury Department within 120 days. 
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Signature for Wholesale Supply of 
Poisons 
Amending Poisons Bill in N.S.W. 


Pharmaceutical organisations and wholesale druggists 
in New South Wales have for a considerable time 
registered opposition to the provisions in the New South 
Wales poisons legislation which requires that poisons 
cannot legally be supplied by wholesale except upon 
a written signed order from the chemist or other 
authorised purchaser. 

It would appear that their protests have been 
effective. During the month an amending Poisons Bill 
was introduced in the New South Wales Parliament. 
One of the objects being to remove this condition. 

Extracts from the debate on the Bill will be found 
in the New South Wales section of this Journal. 


“No More Indentures” 


“No more indentures” is the caption of the Editorial 
in “The Alchemist” for June, 1956. It refers to the 
report of a sub-committee of the Pharmaceutical 
Society’s Education Committee in Great Britain, in 
which the recommendation is made that “articles of 
pupilage” should be discontinued. 

This proposed change, says our contemporary, will 
sweep away the last outward sign of the old craftman’s 
approach to pharmacy. No longer will pupil and parent 
jointly and severally bind themselves that the pupil 
shall honestly, faithfully and diligently serve the em- 
ployer; no longer will they bind themselves that the 
pupil shall always keep the employer’s secrets and 
shall obey his lawful commands. 

The article explains that the new scheme put forward 
by the sub-committee attempts to put into practice a 
policy that the Society’s Council has been advocating 
for 20 years—that the student should complete his 
knowledge with the basic sciences to Intermediate 
before taking any kind of pharmaceutical training. The 
new examination to be known as the Entrance Exami- 
nation will take the place of the present Intermediate 
Examination. There would no longer be any private 
course of study for this examination, and candidates 
would be able to prepare for it in any way they liked. 
Exemption from it could be obtained as at present by 
passing the general certificate of Education examination 
at advanced level, and only when the student had 
reached this level would he become associated with 
the Society as a registered student. 

So far the sub-committee has not finished considering

its recommendations for the final course of study, but 
it advocates that the total post-intermediate course 
should be for an over-all period of four years, not less 
than one year of it being practical training. Thus with 
a two-year academic course there would be a two-year 
practical training 


The Future of Price Protection in Britain 


Deep concern is felt by the pharmaceutical profession 
in Great Britain at the possible effects of implemen- 
tation of Section 19 of the restrictive Trade Practices 
Bill which was introduced in Parliament on February 
18, and had its second reading on March 6, 1956. 

This section prohibits collective enforcement of resale 
prices by one or more persons or by an association; 
and even a recommendation by an to its 
members that goods shall be withheld from price cutters 
is prohibited. 

In a Guest Editorial published in “The Alchemist,” 
Mr. H. E. Chapman, Secretary of the Proprietary 
Articles Trade Association, stated that the associations 
he represented viewed with concern and alarm the 
proposals which, if implemented, were likely to injure 
seriously many thousands of private retail traders. He 
pointed out in a statement to “The Times” that the 
alternative available on enforcement of bringing to 
court price cutters who broke undertakings was likely 
to prove costly, slow and inefficient, and generally 
impracticable, and that manufacturers faced with 
simultaneous price cutting of products by a number of 
traders in different areas would find that the necessary 
legal processes an intolerable and expensive burden. 

Those who recall the parlous conditions of pharmacy 
which led to the creation of P.A.T.A., and how this 
organisation helped to save the calling from disaster, 
will understand the apprehension that is now felt.

Chemist of Graduates from Colleges or

Applicanis must be Canadian citizens, and must be 
resident of Ontario during the six months previous 
to submitting application. 
Ontario registration may be granted to pharma- 
cists who have qualified outside the Province of 
Ontario up to a maximum of 1% of the practising 
pharmacists in Ontario annually 
The applicant’s qualifications at the time of his or 
her graduation must be at least the equivalent of 
those in Ontario at that time. 
Application must be submitted on the form to be 
obtained from the Registrar's office, and must be 
accompanied by a certified cheque covering the 
special processing fee of $100.00, and the lcence 
fee $25.00, and examination fee $25.00 (total, 
$150.00) 

When supplemental examination is necessary, the 

fee shall be $10.00 for each subject, or a total of 

$25.00 if all subjects are rewritten 

In making application the pharmacist shall present 

the following document 

(a) Evidence of having been a bona fide resident 
of the Province of Ontario for at least 51x 
months before making application for a licence 
(passport or letter from employer) 

(b) Proof of identity. The most satisfactory proof 
would be a photograph, bearing the applicant’s 
signature and a statement signed by the Regis 
trar of the Association of which the applicant 
is a member, stating that it is the applicant's 
photograph and signature, and that he is known 
to him as a registered pharmaceutical chemist 

(c) Certificate of Matriculation 

(d) An official transcript of record from the Regis- 
trar of the university from which he graduated 

(e) Diploma or certificate of graduation from the 

college or university. 

(f) Evidence of his employment in retail or hos 

pital pharmacy during 12 consecutive months 

of the three years immediately preceding. 

Evidence of having completed at least 18 

months’ service as an apprentice or intern in

Letter of recommendation from the Registrar 

of the Association of which the applicant is a 

member.

Applicants may be required to appear before a

This led to some confusion about the correct structures 
of the two compounds, but after a considerable amount 
of investigation a method of synthesis was evolved 
which proved that Methadone has the’ structure now 
assigned to it. 


Isomethadone (Isoarmidone) is not as potent an anal- 
gesic as Methadone. Methadone possesses an asym- 
metric carbon atom (adjacent to the nitrogen atom) and 
hence may be resolved into dextro- and laevo-rofatory 
isomers, of which the latter is the much more potent anal- 
gesic. Optical resolution of compounds adds greatly 
to the cost of production of synthetic drugs; the official 
compound is the racemic mixture. 


Methadone does not gause sedation and respiratory 
depression to the same extent as morphine, and is a 
valuable analgesic for the prevention of post-operative 
pain, 


Methadol is the secondary alcohol prepared by reduc- 
tion of the ketone group of Methadone. Methadol has 
two asymmetric carbon atoms. Resolution into the 
optically active isomers produces compounds having 
relatively poor analgesic properties, with the exception 
of the laevo-rotatory a-methadol. 


Methadyl Acetates (a- and §-acetylmethadols) are 
formed by the acetylation of the alcoholic group of 
Methadol, and both of these esters are quite potent anal- 
gesics, comparable with Methadone in activity. The 
a- and £-compounds are stereoisomers due to the relative 
spatial configurations of the alcoholic group

Phenadoxone may be administered orally and by 
subcutaneous or intra-muscular injection. It is de 
stroyed fairly rapidly in the body and is thus not as 
suitable as the longer-acting analgesics for the relief 
of severe and continual pain. 


Pipidone is a compound closely related in structure 
to Phenadoxone. The main difference is the presence 
of a piperidine ring in place of the morpholino-group. 

This type of modification of structure is frequently 
met with as the result of attempts to improve the 
pharmacological activity of drugs. Many examples of 
such changes from aliphatic to heterocyclic amines are 
to be found in the extensive range of antihistamines. 
The “modified-molecule” approach has been the basis 
of the organic chemists’ attempts to improve on existing 
drugs and discover new ones. In some cases the pro- 
cess has been carried so far that the original pattern 
tends to be almost entirely submerged in the new 
molecular configurations. 

This method of trial and error, although costly and 
tedious, is made necessary by the absence of adequate 
knowledge of relationships between chemical structure 
and pharmacological activity. Gustay J. Martin, writ- 
ing in the Journal of Chemical Education, May, 1956, p.204, 
on the subject of “Biological Relativity,” foresees the 
time when the organic chemist “will no longer be able 
to contribute (to the progress of medicinal chemistry) 
via the process of creation of hundreds of molecules 
bearing pictorial relationship to pharmacological agents 
of natural origin.” 

It must be admitted, however, that the empirical a 
proach—in the absence of better knowledge—has ma 
valuable contributions to the welfare of humanity by 
providing such a range of compounds as has been de- 
scribed for the alleviation of suffering by the prevention 
or relief of pain. The benefits undoubtedly outweigh 
the disadvantage of addiction liability, which is a fea- 
ture common to all the drugs dealt with in these articles.

RADIO-ACTIVE ISOTOPES IN PHARMACY 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain was considering recently the effect on the prac- 
tice of pharmacy of the introduction into medicine of 
radio-active isotopes. Commenting on this /he Pharma- 
ceutical Journal said, May 19, 1956:— 

These compounds are rapidly taking their place in 
orthodox medicine, and already there is a monograph on 
sodium radio-iodide solution in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. It may be expected that future editions 
of the British Pharmacopoeia will contain similar mono- 
graphs. The introduction of radio-active substances 
raises in the first place an educational problem, in that 
the course for the Society’s Qualifying Examination 
must be enlarged to provide instruction in the handling 
and dispensing of these preparations. For some time the 
syllabus in pharmaceutical chemistry has required a 
knowledge of the elementary treatment of atomic struc- 
ture, of isotopes, nuclear chemistry and natural and 
induced radio-activity, but it is quite clear that the 
syllabus in pharmaceutics must now be enlarged to in- 
clude the handling and dispensing of radio-active iso- 
topes. 

At the present time radio-active substances are used 
mainly in teaching hospitals where trained physicists 
have been given the responsibility of handling them. 
Soon their use will expand and the number of hospitals 
in which an expert knowledge of their actions and pro- 
perties is needed will increase, and it is probable that 
many of these institutions will not be large enough to 
employ a physicist. In any case, the dispensing of a 
pharmacopoeial substance should be the responsibility 
of the pharmacist, and a situation where he is precluded 
from doing so should not be allowed to develop. It 
would, we suggest, be a great mistake if the situation 
which arose in some hospitals following the introduction 
of penicillin into general use were repeated.

THE MEASUREMENTS OF LIQUIDS 


A Correction 


Ley our January issue (“A.J.P.,” January, 1956, page 6) 

» gave an abstract of this important paper which had 
been contributed to the Pharmaceutical Journal (Sept. 17 
1955) by K. R. Capper, D, P. Cowell and J. A. Thoma 

Our abstractor (D.L.) appended the footnote, ‘The 
authors place considerable emphasis on the fact that the 
British Weights and Measures Regulation 1907, require 
measures to be calibrated to the bottom of the gradua 
tion. To confirm this, the local Weights and compen Ss 
Department was consulted, and we were informed that 
no reference to the use of the bottom of the graduation 
could be found in their copy of the 1907 British Regu 
lations.” 

The senior author, Dr. Capper, has written us: “The 
following statement occurs, page 9, paragraph 38 (British 
Weights and Measures Regulations 1907): ‘Where the 
capacity is indicated by a line the measure shall be« 
tested to the bottom of the line’—we consulted the Chief 
Examiner, Weights and Measures, of the Board of Trad 
and the Chief Inspector of Weights and Measures of the 
City of London, and they confirmed our interpretation 
We are, of course, fully aware that the British standard 
for dispensing measures recommends that the top of 
the graduation mark should be used and also that thi 
is general practice and that was why we used the top 
of the mark in our experiments, Nevertheless, it is th: 
Regulations with which measures should conform and 
until they are amended it is the bottom of the mark 
which is considered to be the calibration level A 
manufacturer who showed us the way they calibrated 
measures was, therefore, using the bottom of the leve!

CONTAINERS AND CLOSURES FOR INJECTION 
SOLUTIONS

closures over and over again; the containers and cl: 
sures should be suitable for many hundred different 


olutions: and so on 
Stephenson concluded his remarkable report wit

iously been said illustrates the fact that no one ideal 
iaterial exists for the manufacture of pharmaceutical 
container I am sorry to tell you that we came to 


exactly the same conclusion 


Six Requirements 

The requirements we ask from a container for in- 
fu ion are a follows 

(a) The solution hould not be influenced or altered 
in any way by the material of the container. 

(b) The container has to show a considerable physical 
trength. It should not break too easily; it has to with 
stand heat-differences; it has to stand pressure-differ 
ces as they arise at every sterilisation, at one time being 
higher inside the bottle, at another outside the bottle. 

(c) The container should be clear and colourless and 
hould permit a careful visual examination of the con- 
tents 

(d) The container should protect its contents from 
harmful radiation, especially from ultra-violet rays. 

(e) The cleaning of the container should be easy to 
perform. 

(f) The container should not be expensive. 

(g) The container should be usable over and over 

again, or it should be so inexpensive that re-use does 
not pay. 


Tests for Glass 


The pharmacopoeias generally presume that infusions 
are dispensed in glass containers; therefore nearly all 
tests deal with glass. The chemical resistance, especially 
the hydrolytic resistance of glass, is generally stan- 
dardised by the official tests. There are three main 
principles in use to control the release of alkali by the 
glass:— 

(1) The crushed glass test. The glass has to be re- 
duced to a uniform powder. The limit of the extracted 
alkali is based on a determined rg of powdered 
glass. This test is official in the U.S.P. XV. 

(2) The limit of the extracted alkali is based on the 
size of the interior surface of the container. Let us 
call that test a surface test. The surface test is official 
in the 5th Swiss Pharmacopoeia. 

(3) The limit of the extracted alkali is based on the 
volume of liquid in the container, Let us call that test 
a volume-test. The volume test, which is official in 
most countries, determines the final concentration of 
alkali in the solution in the tested container. 

The limits are given by a certain concentration of 
acid, which must not be surpassed by the extracted 
alkali, or by a solution of narcotine, which should not 
be precipitated. The surface and the volume tests in- 
form us about the quality of the surface layer of the 
glass, which may be very different from the rest of tht 
glass body, while the crushed glass test examines the 
glass as a whole 

What is important for hospital pharmacists? To know 
omething about the glass, or to know something about 
the alteration of the content of a bottle or ampoule? 

The latter is by far the most valuable to us. We are 
esponsible that our solutions do not deteriorate in any 
way and that the budget of the hospital is not over- 
tressed, Therefore, I think, the hospital pharmacist 
can be satisfied if the surface of his containers does not 
eact with the solution. The crushed-glass test, which 
is not so easy to perform, may be reserved for the glass 
mahufacturers; we trust to the others. But to which 


one? 


Volume and Area

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In other words, while the volume increases from 1 
to 1000, the wetted surface increases only from about 
6 to 511, which is roughly 87 times. In an upright 1-ml. 
ampoule we count for each ml. 5.9 sq. cm. of wetted 
surface; in a l-litre bottle we count only 0.5 sq. cm. 
wetted surface for each ml. If each sq. cm. yields the 
same amount of alkali to the solution, the concentration 
in the 1-litre bottle will be nearly 12 times smaller than 
in the 1l-ml. ampoule, even if the container is made out 
of the same material. 

We are interested only in the final concentration—that 
means the mg. alkali per ml.—and not in the absolute 
release of alkali, because all reactions depend o. the 
concentration. 

Neither the crushed-glass test nor the surface test of 
the Swiss pharmacopoeia, which determines the alkali- 
release per square unit of the surface, informs us about 
the possible changes like percipitation, splitting of 
ester-bonds, etc. And further, it is rather curious that 
in Switzerland the test for 1-litre bottles is about 12 
times more severe than the one for 1-ml, ampoules, 

A limit of only the alkali-concentration is _ given, 
whereas the number of ml. of acid to be neutralised is 
in correlation to the volume of the container. But this 
system, too, is not equally severe for small and large 
containers, and for containers of the same volume, but 
of different shapes. The volume test allows us to use 
for making 1-litre bottles a glass which yields 12 times 
more alkali per surface-unit than the ampoule-glass. 

Are such different requirements justified? Excellent 
glass for ampoules, more or less ordinary glass for in- 
fusion bottles? Positively, yes! But one should not 
go too far 

Sodium chloride infusions are not sensitive to pH 
changes, but dextrose solutions, laevulose-dextrose-ci- 
trate, Ringer solution, invert sugar, etc., are liable to 
undergo change in poor quality glass. From pH 5.5 up 
they turn to yellow or brown during autoclaving, 
which may not be dangerous, but nobody likes yellow 
dextrose solution. The deteriorations of alkaloidal or 
glycoside solutions, which are mostly dispensed in am- 
poules, are more severe. Here the solution becomes 
not only an unpleasant colour, but the product is 
worthless or even toxic. Therefore the glass for am- 
poules has to be of better quality than that used for 
infusion bottles. 


Three Test Solutions 


I suggest three different acid solutions for the glass 
test: 

(1) For containers of up to 100 ml., a solution of 
1 ml.-0.01 N acid plus 99 ml. of water. 

(2) For containers from 101-499 ml., a solution of 0.8 
ml. 0.01 N acid plus water to 100 ml. 

(3) For containers of 500 ml. or more, a solution of 
0.6 ml. 0.01 N acid plus water to 100 ml 

Further tests, except the limitation of lead and ar- 
senic acid, are hardly to be found in any pharmaco- 
poeia, but I think it is important that our solutions are 
not influenced by the release of calcium, zinc, alumi- 
nium, borate or phosphate ion Professor Carrero 
showed that there is a considerable amount of boron 
dissolved out of good borosilicate glass if a cis-Diol 
group is present. Maybe that is useful for the stabi- 
lisation of solutions of calcium gluconate, but I think 
here we need further research. In the meantime it 
seems reasonable to introduce tests into the pharma- 
copoeias for all these ions (Ca, Zn, Al, Pb, As, borate 
and phosphate), which may interefere with pharma- 
ceutical substances. 

Next to the glass containers we have to review the 
commercially available plastic containers, The plastic 
bags for infusions are generally made from polyvinyl- 
chloride or from polyethylene, but there are all kinds 
of plasticisers,, catalysts, etc., mixed with the base 
material. Therefore it is necessary to test the fluids in 
such containers for H+,OH-, NH+,F-, ions, and 
a limit of reducing matters, aldehydes and phenols 
should be provided. 

Whilst the chemical resistance of these plastic ma- 


terials is very good, the heat resistance is rather poor. 
There has been developed a new polyamide called 
Rilsane, which shows better qualities in this respect. 
According to the literature, it supports repeated treat- 
ments at temperatures up to 140 deg. C. I was not 
able to get enough samples to run a serious test of 
these bottles, but I hope that our French colleagues will 
give us more details of their results. 

A combination of glass and “Kunststoff” represent the 
siliconised glasses.” Silicone treatment of the glass 
gives only perfect results in so far as the water-repellent 
qualities are concerned, but the silicone film is not firm 
enough and not sufficiently resistant to alkali to protect 
the solution from an increase of pH

PHYSICAL QUALITIES OF CONTAINERS 


The tests of the physical qualities of containers ar: 
not less important than the chemical tests 

(a) Heat resistance has to be proved in the first place 
A good glass will meet all requirements in this respect, 
but the plastics are deformed at temperatures of 80 
100° C. Rilsane, as already mentioned, may withstand 
140° C.. and far more resistant is Teflon, a tetrafluo: 
polyethylene, which remains unchanged by temperatures 
up to 250° or even more. As a minimum standard we 
should ask that all containers for injectables should re- 
main unchanged by a treatment of 200 C, for 2 hours. 

(b) The breaking-resistance: Breakage may result 
from sudden diiferences in temperatures, hits and 
knocks, and pressure differences between inside and 
outside of the container 

The first danger, caused by quick heating and cooling, 
concerns only glass containers, and is best overcome by 
choosing glassware, like Erlenmeyers, etc.,, with very 
thin walls. We cannot go beyond a certain limit of the 
wall thinness of our containers because the manipula- 
tion of bottles in a hospital demand mechanically strong 
containers. A compromise is inevitable 


Avoiding Losses 

Our experience in the hospital showed it is not only 
rough hits and knocks that are responsible for broken 
infusion bottles. We often found little cuts, the result 
of too-hard stainless steel clips, en which the bottles 
were hung up at the patient’s bed. After changing the 
hanger system we had no more troubles 
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All these losses can be avoided by careful work, pack 
ing and transportation, but the breakage caused by 
over-pressure is a matter of the size of the bottle and 
ite wall strength. We owe the mathematica) bases of 
that problem to Mr. Christensen. He showed that the 
pressure inside the heated bottle is a function of the 
filling-degree of the bottle. The filling-degree is the 
quotient of the volume of liquid divided by the total 
volume of the bottle. The pressure at 120° plotted 
against the filling-degree gives not a straight line, but a 
curve, with a very rapidly rising branch from a filling 
degree of 0.4 upwards.

As long as the pressure of the autoclave acts against 
the pressure inside the bottle, the danger will be greatly 
diminished, But if the autoclave is cooled down too 
quickly, the bottle may explode. We have had two ac 
cidents of this kind in our pharmacy. A series of 10 
of our bottles were tested for pressure stability. The 
weakest broke at 59 Atm., the strongest at 9.7 Atm. I 
believe it would be wise to require a minimum of pres- 
sure-stability of 5 Atm. and a maximum of the tolerated 


filling-degree of 0.8. 


Perfectly Transparent 

A further requirement of the physical nature of con 
tainers concerns the light-transmission by the con 
tainer. I think it is reasonable, if the pharmacopoeias 
demand it, that all containers should be made out of 
colourless, perfectly transparent material. This is the 
only way to permit a direct inspection of the contents 
Every one of us is familiar with the difficulties of such 
examinations, and we all know how tiresome such an 
exact control can be, even in suitable containers. There- 
fore we should use only smooth, colourless and trans- 
parent containers, (This requirement is, unfortunately, 
not met by the Teflon and Rilsan bottles.) The protec 
tion of light-sensitive material should be effected by the 
use of cartons, boxes, wrapping paper, etc. 

So far as the shape of the containers is concerned, we 
must demand that every point of the interior surface 
can be reached by the cleaning brush. 


Standards For Closures 
There are hundreds of materials for closures on the 
market. It is easy to find on the market a good con- 
tainer, but good closures are rarities. We have lost in- 
finite numbers of! infusions because the stoppers re- 
leased considerable amounts of substances to the solu- 
tions. Different methods of cleaning made the affair 
even worse. 
After much experiment we tried to fix some minimum 
standards for stoppers: 
(i) mogpare should give an air-tight and liquid-tight 
seu 
(2) Closures should not release harmful substances 
to the solution. 
(3) Closures should not take up any substance out 
of the solution. 
(4) Closures should not undergo change at sterilising 
temperatures 
(5) Closures should permit an easy withdrawal of the 
fluid out of the bottle. 
(6) Closures should be easy to clean. 
(7) Closures should be re-employable many times 
It is not possible to discuss here the problem of the 
shape and system of closures, but whatever system of 
closures is used in a hospital, the hospital pharmacist 
must be able to test the offered stoppers. 
We tried to elabosate some tests which can be per- 
formed in any pharmacy and do not require too much 
time. 
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Unlike the test for glass, I believe elastic material 
should not only meet the requirements of a surface test, 
but the whole product should be satisfactory. The che- 
micals inside the stopper migrate so much that we 
must know what we have to expect. 

Therefore we boiled the thoroughly washed material 
for 5 minutes in distilled water and then cut it into 
little pieces of 1:2:3 mm. 5 g. of these pieces were auto- 
claved for 30 minutes with 200 mi. of distilled water, 
and water was then examined for appearance, taste, 
smell, pH, permanganate consumption, and electric con- 
ductibility. 

Test For Metals 

The following was used as a quick test for heavy 
metals: 2 g. of the autoclaved pieces were washed 3 
times with 15 ml. of heavy metal-free water and then 
shaken with 20 ml. of water. 3 ml. of that water was 
tested for heavy metals with dithizone. If the solution 
does not change colour, the remaining 17 ml. of water 
is left in contact with the pieces of the stopper during 
30 minutes. After that time a new dithizone test must 
remain negative. 

We tested many materials in this way—rubber, poly- 
vinyl chloride, silicone-rubber. Of 19 samples only 
9 passed the test 
Behaviour After Autoclaving 

The behaviour after repeated autoclaving is of special 
interest for hospital pharmacists. Some special rubber 
is excellent and does not release alkaline or reducing 
matter. But others do to a considerable extent. After 
the second or third autoclaving the variations become 
pretty small. 

Evidently the closure material releases various kinds 
of substances to the solutions, and we do not ~ know 
what reactions we have to expect between these pro- 
ducts and the active principles. It is certainly of ad- 
vantage to draw very narrow limits for pH differences, 
the concentration of heavy metals and reducing sub- 
stances deriving from the closure material. 

But one more problem of the closures has to be borne 
in mind: McGuire and Falk, West and Whittet and Berry 
mentioned the absorption of phenol and other preserva- 
tives from injectable solutions by the rubber closures. 
In order to add some results to the existing ones we cut 
stoppers of good rubber, of Neopren (which is a polymer 
of chloropren) and of polyvinylchloride into little cubes, 
with edges of 0.5 cm.; 40 of cham cubes were incubated 
during 48 hours at 60° C. in 250 mil. of a 1 per cent. 
solution of phenol and in a 1 per cent. solution of 
sodium metabisulphite. The containers were well 
closed. These test solutions and the blanks without 
cubes were titrated before and after the incubation. The 
results are in the following table:

It is obvious that not only rubber, but Neopren and 
polyvinylchloride absorb to an even higher degree 
phenol and bisulphite. It may be that all substances 
with phenolic functions, the active principles, too, react 
with these elastic materials, Maybe many sulphur 
compounds are eliminated in this way from our solu- 
tions. That problem has to be examined very closely. 
Tests are going on in our laboratory to determine the 
loss-quotient of different closure materials; that is, the 
amount of eliminated product divided by the amount of 
product originally present, the whole multiplied by 100. 

The British Pharmacopoeia demands that all closures 
shall be saturated with the stabiliser to be used for 
the injectable solution. That is the first step we can 
take, but even more important is the research for a 
more suitable materia] for closures that does not react 
at all with any substance of the solution—‘“Public 
Pharmacist,” April, 1956.

Bs Elastic Materials 
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A FAMOUS CHEMIST: W. H, PERKIN 


One hundred years ago a young student at the Royal 
College of Chemistry during the professorship of the 
noted German chemist, Hofmann, carried out some ex- 
periments at home and from those experiments has 
sprung up one of the world’s great industries—the 
manufacture of synthetic dyes. From it, too, came the 
greater part of the organic chemical industry, textile 
and rubber chemicals, plastics and synthetic fibres. The 
young man was William Henry Perkin. His discovery 
and its consequences were described in “Radio News- 
reel,” by Sir Robert Robinson, F.R.S. 

“William Henry Perkin,” he said, “went to the Royal 
College of Chemistry when he was fifteen, and within 
two years had become a skilled original investigator. A 
remark of Hofmann that it would be desirable to syn- 
thesise quinine led him to try an experiment with this 
object, which seemed reasonable enough at the time. 
It gave no quinine, but instead a dark precipitate. Now 
this kind of thing often happens and we know what to 
do, and not to put too fine a point on it, we wash the 
mess down the sink. But Perkin was interested. He 
had been working with a modified aniline, rather hard 
to come by, and so he tried the same process with 
aniline itself. Again he got a dark precipitate from 
which he was able to extract a deep mauve colouring 
matter. 

“All this was done in his home laboratory in 1856, and 
a youth of eighteen had the nerve to send his specimens 
to Messrs. Pullar of Perth, who soon told him that a 
colour like this was very much wanted. Against the 
advice of Hofmann, Perkin then decided to undertake 
the manufacture of mauve. His generous and courage- 
ous father risked most of his capital in supporting the 
venture which eventually proved successful, but the 
difficulties that had to be overcome were indeed formi- 
dable 

“Up to that time the necessary operations had been 
conducted in small glass apparatus only. Perkin and 
his associates had to work out for themselves the ap- 
propriate chemical engineering. Discovery then fol- 
lowed discovery and in a few years mauve was super- 
seded by improved dyes. Characteristically enough it 
remained longest to colour a penny postage stamp of 
Queen Victoria's reign. Perkin also pioneered the first 
manufacture of artificial alizarin, the colouring matter 
of madder. His great merit was not that he was fortunate 
enough to discover a brilliant dye, but that he had the 
vision to perceive his opportunity and the power to 
grasp it. Alas, we had nothing in this country to 
correspond with the chemical schools of Germany. Hof- 
mann left us, disappointed with the failure to follow 
his lead, and the major developments in this field for 
the next fifty years were in Germany. Still, we do well 
to remember that the huge industry of synthetic or- 
ganic chemicals was started in England by an English- 
man 100 years ago.”—“The Listener,” May 17, 1956 


TOXICITY OF FERROUS GLUCONATE 


J. O. Hoppe, G. M. A. Marcelli and M. L. Tainter 
(Amer. J. med. Sci., 1955, 230, 491). 


This is a study of a direct comparison of the acute 
systemic and local toxicity of ferrous sulphate and fer- 
rous gluconate in experimental animals (mice, rats, 
dogs and cats). The study clearly establishes that fer- 
rous gluconate is less irritating and less toxic than fer- 
rous sulphate when considered from the standpoint of 
the total weight of drug administered or in terms of 
their iron contents. A firm experimental basis for the 
lack of clinical toxicity and for the therapeutic prefer- 
ence for ferrous gluconate therefore appears to be de- 
monstrable. The magnitude of the acute oral toxicity 
values when compared with the acute intravenous 
figures in mice indicates a relatively low order of ab- 
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An additional safety 
factor is evident from the oral studies in the cat and the 
dog in which the local irritant effects induce a protec- 


sorption from the intestinal tract. 


tive emesis. These data suggest prompt, gently, gastric 
lavage along with supportive therapy for shock as an 
effective emergency measure in cases where vomiting 
does not occur spontaneously following ingestion of 
ferrous sulphate, ferrous gluconate or other soluble iron 
salts.—“J. Pharm. Pharmacol.,” 1956, 5, 355.

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Historical Glimpses of Pharmacy in Australia 


The Foundation Years 


No. |—Our First Australia Day

When the curtain rises upon the pageani of pharmacy in Australia, we are instantly 
eware that this ancient calling, as befitted its long and colourful history, was among the “first” 
in the strange new land to which the “First Fleet” had sailed from England. 


The eleven little ships, bent upon their grim task of 


transporting convicts to Australia instead of the Ameri 
can colonies, because the War of American Indepen 
dence (1766-1783) had closed that country as a prison 
exile, set out from England on May 13, 1787. The First 
Fleet consisted of the Sirius, the Supply, six transport: 
and three store ships. It was under the command of 
Captain Arthur Phillip, R.N., whom the British Govern 
ment had appointed Governor of the penal colony which 
it had decided to establish in New South Wales. Captain 
John Hunter was second in command. On board th 
ships were 757 convicts, of whom 565 were men and 
192 women. There were also 160 marines, with their 
necessary complement of commissioned and non-con 
missioned officers. 

After a passage of eight months and one week, th« 
First Fleet was safe at anchor in Botany Bay on January 
20, 1788. This area was quickly seen to be unsuitable 
for the purposes of the expedition. Dissatisfied with the 
land surrounding Botany Bay, Phillip, with a party of 
officers in three open boats, moved on to Port Jackson 
There they landed on the evening of January 25, findin, 
the country in this quarter safe for the purpose Phillip 
had in view, 

On the evening of the next day — January 26, 178% 
the remainder of the First Fleet arrived, and Phillip 
commission was read to the people whom he had 
brought with him from England. The colony was pr: 
claimed in Sydney on February 7, 1788. That 

was our first Australia Day! 


Cockleshell Fleet 

Hefore we go on through those early 
years toward the time, half a century ahead, 
when pharmacy had _ established itself 
through the hard work of its pionee: 
leaders, let us dwell for a moment upon 
one striking fact. How many of us, thinking 
back to the First Fleet, picture great sailing 
vessels bearing down upon the Australian 
coast, mighty emblems of the British Navy! 
And how wrong we would be! For H.M.S 
irms-—520 tons burthen, her dimensions 
about 100 feet by 32 feet, with 12 feet depth 
of hold-——was smaller than the small North 
Sydney ferry boats, with a tonnage less than 
that of the larger Manly ferry steamers 
According to the “Australian Encyclopaedia” 
the tonnage of the entire First Fleet taken 
together—3892 tons—-was far less than half 
of the average coastal passenger steamers 
nowadays plying between Australian ports! 

When that useful litle publication from 
O’Connell street, Sydney—"The Australasian 
Pharmaceutical Notes and News"’—ceased 
publication in February, 1954, the editor, 
Mr. H. J. Mellroy, of D.H.A. (N.S.W.) Pty 
Ltd., Sydney, who is known to many New 
South Wales pharmacists, kindly handed 
over to me much material which he had 
accumulated through the years. Among this 
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material (from which I have drawn freely in dealing 
with the first chapter of pharmaceutical history in 
Australia) I found the following paragraph:— 

“This is not the place to go into general history of 
the early days of the new colony. Indeed, the record 
of history is scarcely needed to indicate what was and 
could only be the result of landing such a vast concourse 
of people, composed of such elements, at a corner of 
the world remotest from civilisation, without a single 
building erected, or the existence of any of those mate 
rial safeguards to decency and property which are all 
the more essential when vicious and criminal tenden- 
cies on a wide scale have to be considered, checked and 
controlled.. No one can read the lamentable story of 
those earliest years without being saddened and 
shocked by the constant repetition of the details of 
famine, licentiousness, improvidence, indolence, capital 
punishment, disease and death.” 


The Forerunners 

Among Captain Phillip’s officers was a group of five 
men who were the forerunners of the medical and 
pharmaceutical professions in Australia. 

According to the “Australian Encyclopoedia,” the First 
Fleet carried a complete medical staff, from which John 
White, three assistant surgeons (William Balmain, 
Thomas Arndell, and Dennis Considen) and a junior 
(John Irving) were appointed as medical staff for the 


Sydney in 1798—a decade after the First Fleet arrived 


and the Colony was proclaimed.

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colony. They did their own dispensing, assisted by 
naval petty officers, marines and an occasional convict 
servant 

Amid the flurry, the excitement and the highly adven- 
turous operation of coping with their new environment, 
the band of people spared but a passing glance at the 
surgeons who, with the measured manner of their pro- 
fessional training, set up their meagre establishment for 
the medical care of the community. Except for the 
rough and ready help of some of the marines, White 
and his assistants administered to the sick. 

Chroniclers of the time recorded that White and his 
assistants had few surgical instruments. Their stock 
of medicinal stores was restricted by considerations of 
space in the little ships which bore them to Australia. 
And—grim reminder of the penal atmosphere of that 
first settlement in this great continent which prides 
itself upon the freedom of its people—very little medical 
attention was given to the convicts. Their death meant 
fewer mouths to feed. 

The pages of this part of our history were rolled back 
a year or two ago by Professor Edward Ford, Dean 
of the Faculty of Medicine, Professor of Preventive 
Medicine, and Director of the School of Public Health 
and Tropical Medicine, at the University of Sydney. 
Professor Ford delivered the Charles Mackay Lecture 
at the Australian Institute of Anatomy, Canberra. 

Charles Mackay was a learned Victorian pioneer who 
came to Australia from his native Scotland over a cen- 
tury ago, settled in the Victorian township of Kilmore, 
where he made his home, taught school, and raised his 
family. He died in 1863, respected as a man of upright 
and independent character and of public spirit. The 
Mackay Lecture was endowed in 1933 by Miss Catherine 
MacKenzie, a grand-daughter of Charles Mackay, and 
sister of the late Sir Colin MacKenzie, founder of the 
Australian Institute of Anatomy, Canberra. 

In the Mackay Lecture (which was published in “The 
Medical Journal of Australia,” July 9, 1955) Professor 
Ford gives us a glimpse of John White and the medical 
officers in his charge as they set about their task in 
the First Settlement. They were appointed from the 
surgeons of the fleet, were given commissions directly 
from the Crown, and were classed as civil officers. 
White’s new title was Principal Surgeon, and he re- 
ceived an annual salary of £182/10/-, or 10/- a day. 
His assistant surgeons received half that amount, and 
the junior surgeon £50, all with added rations and 
accommodation 


The First Hospital 

To quote Professor Ford’s lecture, “the whole com- 
pany landed in a weakened condition, and many sick 
persons were carried ashore.” It was necessary to estab- 
lish a hospital at once, so that while the work of clear- 
ing and landing stores went on, tents were pitched for 
the purpose on the western side of Sydney Cove, on a 
site now occupied by the police station at George street 
North. As soon as the hospital tents were erected, they 
were quickly filled, as White wrote, “with patients 
afflicted with true camp dysentery and scurvy.” “More 
pitiable objects,” he declared, “were perhaps never 
seen,” for they lacked comforts and necessities. Their 
diet consisted of ordinary salt rations, and even blankets 
were in short supply. 

No official records remain of pharmacy in the first 
days of the Settlement at Port Jackson. We have re- 
corded that the work of compounding medicines was 
commonly done by junior medical officers, assisted by 
naval petty officers. The apothecaries (druggists) came 
later, at a time when fully qualified medical practi 
tioners were so few that the apothecaries were looked 
upon as “medical men.” 

The first official medical report in the young colony 
was issued by Dr. White in July, 1788. It stated that the 
number of marines under medical treatment was 36, 
and the number of convicts 56. According to some his- 


torical tes kindly supplied to me by Mr. Mclilroy, 
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White reported, “convicts unfit for labour from old age 
and infirmities, 52; and if idJeness might have been 
taken into account (as well it might be, since many 
were thereby rendered of very little service to the 
colony) the number would have been greatly aug 
mented.” 

One can well imagine the feeling of these hard 
working practitioners when they found themselves con 
fronted by a malingerer while they did their best to 
prescribe for the genuinely sick and dispense thei 
prescriptions from their precious small stock of medi 
cines.

From television emanate small but 
appreciable amounts of ionising radiations, and also 
from wrist watches and X-ray plants used in the fitting 
of shoes.

BACTERICIDAL PAINT 


An Australian company has been licensed to produce 
“Dentolite,” a germ-killing paint, the company’s acting 
managing director, Mr. E. J, Emery, announced recently. 
This new development provides hospitals and food fac 
tories with a new weapon against the apeene of disease 

Tests carried out over a period of eighteen months in 
Australia have shown that “Dentolite’s” activity against 
disease-carrying germs is as effective here as under 
British climatic conditions. The paint’s properties are 
reported to have been tested and recognised by the 
School of Bacteriology of Melbourne University. 

Mr. Emery stated that the action of “Dentolite”’ is 
comparable in its effects to that of the antibiotic drugs, 
and that it lasts throughout the entire life of the paint 
A chemical reaction takes place when the paint is ap 
plied and produces a self-sterilising surface destructive 
of all bacteria and moulds deposited on it. 

The paint is said to be effective against such disease 
producing organisms as those responsible fgr food poi- 
soning, puerperal sepsis, nephritis, tonsillitis, urinary 
infections, nasal sinus infections, conjunctivitis, typhoid 
fever, dysentery, septicaemia, meningitis, diphtheria and 
many others, including diseases of horses and chickens 

Since commercial production began in England in 
1951, it has been used with success in hospitals, food 
manufacturing firms and pubiic buildings. The satis 
factory results achieved have led its manufacturers to 
increase the size of their plant to make the paint avail 
able to the general public. It is non-poisonous and car 
ries the guarantee of the British Institute of Good 
Housekeeping 

Trials carried out by the Melbourne University con 
firm the results obtained in government and private 
pathological laboratories where the paint has been tried 
in Britain. Tests against tuberculosis have also been 
made by the pathological laboratories of a leading group 
of hospitals in London. Similar tests are now in pro 
gress at Fairfield Hospital in Melbourne. These are be 


ing made under the auspices of Melbourne University. 
The paint is manufactured in Australia by Tip-Top

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Contemporary Figures in Pharmacy 
No. |—Mr. A. W. McGibbony

One day late in 1698 in the Victorian town of Ararat 
a father said to his son, “I want you to sit for th 
entrance examination to pharmacy at the end of the 
year.” The son did not want to be a farmer and said 

The examination was duly passed and the youth, A. W 
McGibbony, commenced his apprenticeship of five yea 
with the late T. A. Wild, who within 12 month 
him almost a free hand to exercise what initiative 
possessed to increase the turnover: 

What prescience was possessed by young MacGib 
bony’s master! Though he could not have known that 
the lad would go on to see the fulfilment of the Guild 
which he virtually founded by his own persistence and 
persuasiveness, he observed that young Alexande: i 
a keen head for figures and a lively appreciation of 
prices—qualities that served him well throughout hi 
career, Those qualitites, too, helped him year fte: 
ward to become one of the principal architects of the 
Guild pricing system which is now embodied in the 
contractual arrangement between the Commonwealth 
Government and the Guild under the national health 
service. 

Today, as “Mac” skips into my office with his in 
evitable little brown leather case of papers (most): 
covered with draft regulations in his own spidery hand 
writing which he claims he cannot read!) there till 
that air of urgency, of the need to get things 
suffering fools not gladly, that enabled this quiet-sp: 
persistent, subtle planner to put a beneficent spel! 
the chemists of Australia and bring them ail at 
inside his own great concept—the Guild. For th 
others—notably Mr. William Davies (“Methans 
New South Wales — saw the urgent need for an « 
isation such as the Guild, A. W. MacGibbony w: 
man who changed the ideas and plans of 
his friends into an organisation that fulfilled 
and soon exceeded their expectations. 


A Great Organiser 

How often have I wondered how he did 
it! Somebody once said, not disparagingly, 
but in admiration, “‘Mac’ is so clever in 
organisational work that if he wants to beat 
you on a point, he can dig holes all round 
you without being seen; and when you've 
fallen ‘in, he will be the first to come along, 
express surprise, and help you get up again!” 

With so much to tell about his exploits 
for the Guild, for the Association, for the 
Pharmacy Board of Victoria, and for the 
drug trade and pharmaceutical industry and 
profession in relation to the laws governing 
them, we can hasten over the biographical! 
details. 

Alexander Washington McGibbony was 
born on February 11, 1884, at Ararat, Vic- 
toria. He was educated at the Ararat State 
School, the Ararat Grammar School, and the 
Victorian College of Pharmacy. He was 
registered as a pharmaceutical chemist at 
the College of Pharmacy in 1906, entered 
business on September 19, 1912, and (mas- 
terly understatement by the man himself) 
has been a member of the Guild “since its 
inception.” 

Mr. McGibbony has been a member of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria since 
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the Pharmaceutical Conference Dinner in 
Both are original members of the Guild Federal Council. and the 
photograph suggests that they are recalling “old, forgotten, far-off 


1916. He was on its Council from August, 1927, to 
1935, and President in 1932-33. When the Guild was 
formed in 1928, Mr. McGibbony became foundation 
President of the Victorian Branch. He was a member 
of the Federal Council from 1928 to 1947, and for that 
entire period President of the Guild. He has been a 
member of the Pharmacy Board of Victoria since 1939, 
and is an original member of the advisory committee 
under the Victorian Proprietary Medicines Act. The 
Committee was formed in 1948. 

When Mr. McGibbony and his colleagues assembled 
for the first meeting of the Federal Council of the Guild 
in Sydney in August, 1928, the total membership of the 
Guild was 152 When “Mac” stepped‘down from the 
Federal Presidency in October, 1947, it was 2,249 and 
today—the ninth year of Mr. Eric Scott’s Presidency- 
there are 3,303 Guild members, 


First Federal Council 

The members of the first Federal Council were 
Messrs. Hugh Howling (Western Australia), E. F. Lip- 
sham (South Australia), Vesey Fitzgerald (Tasmania), 
L. Ingamells (New South Wales), R. C. Park (Queens- 
land), A. W. McGibbony (Victoria) and C. L. Butchers 
(Federal Secretary). Four of those foundation Council 
members are still alive Messrs. Howling, Lipsham, 
Ingamells and McGibbony. 

It took me many weeks of persistent entreaty to 
bring the modest “Mac” to the stage of granting me a 
formal interview for the purpose of recording his early 
life and times for this article. And the interview yielded 
precisely nothing of that nature, though like all others 
it was a delightful one! We talked of many things, yet 
not a word in longhand or in shorthand was in my 
notebook, At last I asked him to write his own version. He

wrote several, told me he could not read his own hand- 
writing (“I think so fast, I can’t keep up with myself 
in writing!”) and scrapped them. 

And then one day he brought in a draft, written 
almost in copperplate, and so impeccable for my pur- 
poses that I shall quote it in full. (The story of the 
Guild’s formation will be told in detail in my historical 
articles concurrently to be published with this series 
of biographical sketches in this Journal.) In his own 
words— 

“I served my apprenticeship with Mr. T. A. Wild in 
Ararat, commencing in March, 1899. The working hours 
were from 8.30 a.m. to 8.30 p.m., provided the opposi- 
tion across the street was also closed; Saturday until 
10.30 p.m.; Sunday for one hour in the morning and 
two hours at night. We were closed from 1 p.m. to 
6 p.m. on Wednesdays. My wages were 2/6 a week for 
the first year, with an increase of 2/6 a week each 
year. A qualified man at that time was paid £2 a week. 

“I well remember the jobs given to me on my first 
day. After having swept and dusted the shop, I had to 
put up two dozen of the then new cleaning fluid— 
benzine, 2 oz. for 6d. My next job was to clean the 
leeches. This was accomplished with the loss of only 
one leech. This loss was due to it having fastened on 
to a finger. Vigorous shaking got it off, but it finished 
up inside my collar. There was only one thing to do 
and I did it. A clean collar was an urgent necessity. 

“Mr. Wild was an English pharmacist who had a well- 
earned reputation for his counter prescribing. I con- 
sider that he gave me a very good training in all 
branches of pharmacy (including stock and bookkeeping) 
as it was practised at that time. The old iron pestle 
and mortar, the percolator and marc pressor were in 
almost constant use; because all galenicals other than 
standardised tinctures were made, a practice which 
I have always continued. 

“One of Mr. Wild’s outstanding characteristics was 
his keenness in anything he was interested in, and he 
had many interests. Another characteristic was his 
invariable habit of putting on his hat and leaving the 
shop for an hour or so when anything was done which 
annoyed him. This habit commended itself to me. 

(This pharmacy is still a flourishing one, under the 
able proprietorship of Mr. Bryan Wild, son of Mr. T. A. 
Wild 


A Hand at Relieving 

“After qualifying, I was with Mr. George Pleasance, 
of Prahran, for three years. Then I tried my hand at 
relieving. The weird places I found myself in, and the 
many unpleasant situations which went with them, did 
not appeal to me. And when, after six months, I was 
offered a position with W. A. McGuffie & Co., of Bris- 
bane, I accepted it. 

“It was during this period that I first met my old 
friend, the late Reg Rutter. It was a friendship that was 
not to be actively renewed until we came together 
again on the Federa] Council of the Guild in 1929. 

“I had three pleasant years in Brisbane, marred onl 
by two bouts of dengue fever during the last year. Th 
experience decided me to return to Victoria. 

“Mr. McGuffie was an irascible Scot, who always ex- 
pected his assistants to be at the counter before the 
customer, and they heard about it in no uncertain 
manner if they failed to do so. On the rare occasions 
when he did any dispensing, all the staff near at hand 
had to stop what they were doing to wait upon him. 
One of the apprentices took a keen delight in annoying 
him by handing him the wrong size mortar or measure. 

“On my return to Victoria, it was eight months before 
I was able to find a purchasable business—at Wed- 
derburn, a small town north-west of Bendigo. Natur- 
ally, it was a small business, but it showed a good net 
return. This was mainly because the only doctor in 
the town was a simple prescriber and a very co-opera- 
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tive one, for he refrained from writing a scrip, when 
possible, when the patient was a bad mark! 

“It was in this town that I had my first experience 
as a doctor’s assistant, when I was called upon to help 
to set a fractured leg. On another occasion, T helped by 
administering the anaesthetic in a confinement, during 
which I seared the doctor when he discovered I was 
giving the patient an extra drop of chloroform every 
time she gave a moan. 

“Three years later I was installed in the old-estab- 
lished business of John Lay & Son, of Eaglehawk. A 
few years afterward a fellow apprentice and old school 
friend, James Chisholm, joined me in partnership in 
purchasing Anderson’s pharmacy in Bendigo. Later we 
yurchased two other Bendigo pharmacies and one in 


Bendigo — then the Guild! 

“It was in this period that I became the secretary of 
the Bendigo Chemists’ Association, and submitted the 
proposals that eventually brought the Guild into exist- 
ence. The formation of the Guild and the events that 
followed make a story in themselves. 

(This story will occupy its proper sequence in m 
history of pharmacy, which begins in this issue simul- 
taneously with this series of biographical sketches.— 
K.A.) 

“In 1935 the partnership was dissolved, and I pur- 
chased the Collins street branch of Simpson & Daven- 
port, in Melbourne. A few years later I took into part- 
nership my nephews H. C. and E. M. Beaumont, who 
are now carrying on the business in Collins street since 
my retirement in June, 1953. 

“During my apprenticeship in Ararat, it was custom- 
ary to purchase carbon bisulphide in large drums, It 
was the job of the apprentices to transfer the contents 
of the drums into half-gallon and one-gallon tins ready 
for sale. This was usually done some time in January, 
and was carried out in the back yard. We always got 
a kick out of the annoyance this gave to the neigh- 
bours; and their ire was manifested by the noise of the 
closing of windows and much abuse, especially from the 
maids employed at the hotel next door. 

“The same hotel kept a number of fowls, which some- 
times wandered into our yard. The hotel staff were 
occasionally puzzled by the strange behaviour of the 
fowls. Some of them would be stretched out as if dead, 
only to get up shortly after and flop about all over the 
place. I do not think they ever found out that the 
messenger boy was responsible for catching them, and 
giving them a whiff of 

In Eaglehawk we made and packed our own poisoned 
wheat. To dry it, it was spread out on large canvas 
sheets and placed in a coach house in the yard. One 
morning we found the back gate and the doors of the 
coach house wide open, the frames broken, the wheat 
scattered on the floor, and a horse—as stiff as a board! 
The municipal health officer was duly notified, and he 
promptly ordered me to have the carcase removed at 
once, This I refused to do. He eventually had it taken 
away, but I was never able to convince him that I did 
not own the horse, No one claimed any damages from 
me for the loss of the horse, but one of the local police 
constables who had a reputation for catching miners 
stealing gold, interviewed me because he thought he 
could work up a case against me for not having poison 
material adequately safeguarded. However, I bluffed 
my way out of that one.” 


McGibbony the Leader 
Long before I became associated with harmacy I 
had heard that A. W. McGibbony was “the man” to 
see about matters pharmaceutical. When I established 
my Federal Public Relations Secretariat office in the 
Victorian College of Pharmacy (through the generosity 
of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society) I soon

jut what was most important was his ev: 
the political situation. From his lead I wa 
to others—his lieutenants in the long battle fo 
able terms and conditions under the health sche 
about to be born into the arms of Senat 
McKenna 

McGibbony took me up to McKenna’s office 
Commonwealth building at the Treasury Garden 
bourne, introduced me to the Senator, and help« 
over the conversational hurdles until at last I wa 
to get into my stride and tell Senator McKenna 
we planned to do with our public relation 
Mr. McGibbony,” said Mi McKenna, “this is the wi 
‘tep you have taken. If pharmacy is to prosper 
the national health service, it is essential for al! se 
tions to be closer together and to understand each other 
better. 1 mean the Government, the medical prof 
sion, the pharmacists, and the public!” 

Wise words, and we have tried to do just that 

After A. W. McGibbony’s retirement as Federal Presi 
dent in 1947, he devoted (and still devotes) enormou 
time to such subjects as uniform poisons regulation 
the correct labelling of medicines (he has done «a monu 
mental task on this alone, as a member of the Victorian 
advisory committee on proprietary medicines) and a 
‘model” pharmacy act for Australia. 

Recently he has acted as the representative of the 
Victorian Health Department on a Committee appointed 
by the National Health and Medical Research Coun: 
for the purpose of investigating the possibility of bring 
ing about uniform poisons schedules throughout 
tralia—a long overdue reform.

A STRONG PRESCRIPTION 


A Cockaignshire local medical committee has been 
hearing an interesting case. Dr. X, a local practitioner, 
was asked why he had prescribed, on an E.C.10, a 
tone of dog-biscuits. 


Dr. X explained that the patient, Mr. Y, believed 
himself to be a dog, and was under the care of a 
psychiatrist who insisted that he be humoured and 
prescribed certain tablets. The only way to get Mr. Y 
to take the tablets was to conceal) them inside small 
dog-biscuits. Dr. X contended that the dog-biscuits 
were therefore not a food, but an ancillary medicament 
or vehicle, the equivalent of a syrup or flavoured water 
If the Chairman thought he could talk Mr. Y out of 
his delusion (said Dr. X), he was welcome to try; 
but so far Mr. Y had proved unusually intransigent. 
Indeed, after his last session with Mr. Y, the psychiat- 
rist had suddenly tied a small barrel under his chin 
and crawled out howling into a snowstorm 


Dr. X claimed that his duty not only as a docto! 
but also as a citizen demanded that the patient be 
kept fit for work; for Mr. Y was a key man. He made 
the tea for the men who made the tea at the Ministry 
of Incoordination in Ataxia House.

LARGE CLAIM AGAINST PHARMACIST 
Could This Have Happened to You? 


A Victorian chemist recently received a prescription 
for 


a C 2. 


The prescription was interpreted and dispensed as 
the official B.P.C. preparation Liq. Hydrarg. Nit. Acid., 
B.P.C., an escharotic or caustic for application to warts 
and for ulcers and lupus patches. 


It was dispensed in a poison bottle and labelled as 


follows— 
Caution—Not to be Taken 


The Paint 
To be applied to the left ear twice daily 

It was learned next morning that the prescriber’s in- 
tention was the oily Pig. Hydrarg. Nit. B.P.C. (1934) 
for use inside the ear as ear drops. 

The patient claimed that the application had resulted 
in “severe burning.” 

The patient’s claim has been settled on behalf of the 
chemist by the payment of damages and costs exceed- 


ing £1,000. 
-T.G.A. (Vic.) 


The formula for Liq. Hydrarg. Nit. Acid contams an 
excess of strong Nitric Acid. The patient was burned, 
but immediately shook some of the liquid out of the 
ear. Although burning and scarring of the ear, face 
and body resulted, the hearing, rather remarkably, was 
not affected; probably the patient’s immediate and in- 
voluntary reaction in shaking her head to clear the 
ear saved her from more serious damage, 

The following points from the above case wilt be of 
interest to all pharmacists 

(1) Insofar as the pharmacist dispensed Lig. Hydrarg. 
Nit. Acid. when Pig. Hydrarg. Nit. Dil. was ordered, the 
pharmacist erred in the discharge of his professional 
duties 

(2) Liq. Hydrarg. Nit. Acid is current in the 1954 
Codex, while Pig. Hydrarg. Nit. Dil. has been deleted. 
It will be noted that no particular, edition of the Codex 
was referred to on the original prescription. 

(3) The use of the word “Apply” in the directions, 
rather than the word “Instil” could reasonably have 
misled the pharmacist into thinking that an escharotic 
preparation, for some epithelial growth, was intended. 


(4) The use of the term Pigmentum (Paint) was un- 
fortunate for the pharmacist. Contemporary practice 
is to use the appropriate descriptive title for all pre- 
sentations of drugs. For example, in modern prescrib- 
ing, the practice of using the title “Auristillae” for Ear 
Drops would be almost universal. Such an experience 
as this emphasises the necessity of the modern trend 
for complete specification of titles AS WELL AS an 
indication of use or proposed use for the preparation 
included under such title. These trends are well defined 
in recent editions of the B.P.C., N.F., A.P.F., ete. The 
were not so well defined in 1934, when these EA 
DROPS were formulated with the title “Pigmentum.” 


(5) Although some of the preambles to the various 
sections of current formularies (e.g., Pills, Applications, 
Paints, Lotions, etc.) seem superfluous, they are in fact 
highly desirable and progressive. Their existence in- 
terposes one more safeguard against misinterpretation 
of the type referred to above. 


In the opinion of the pharmacist concerned in this 
case there were a number of little points, which were 
not apparent. The observance of any one of these little 
points may have prevented the error 

The case may be summarised, from the pharmacist’s 
point of view, as follows 

(a) The required preparation was not official in the 

current Codex. Another liquid preparation of 
Mercuric Nitrate was. Reference back to the 
B.P.C. 1934 was necessary. As this reference is 
more than twenty years old, it could be ower- 
looked by a young pharmacist or by one who had 
not encountered the item in practice 

(b) The prefix “Auristillae” (Ear Drops) was not used 
by the prescriber. 

No SUBSCRIPTION appeared on the prescrip- 

tion, e.g., “Ft. Aurist.”” This is a small but im- 

portant component of a prescription. 

(d) Pigmenta (Paints) are often caustic preparations. 

(See B.P.C. 1949, p. 1094.) 

The term “Pigmentum” in the above context is 

an unfortunate carry-over from the days when 

formularies did not precisely define dose forms 

and presentations.( See B.P.C. 1954 and A.P.F. 

1955.) 

(f) The reference “B.P.C. 1934” was not included in 
the prescription. 

(g) The word “Apply” was misleading. 

(h) The patient in this case did not ask for a drop- 
per. The pharmacist maintains that even this 
simple request would have alerted him to the 
intended misuse.

WOMEN PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTS’

The President told members of the recent election of 
Miss Zeta Walsh, Vice-President of our Association, to 
the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of S.A. We 
were all very pleased to hear of Miss Walsh’s election, 
as she is the first woman in South Australia to serve 
in such a capacity. We wish her every success in the 
future. 

At the conclusion of the business meeting, the Pre- 
sident welcomed the guest speaker, Miss Merle Jenkins, 
who spoke on some of the problems of hard-of-hearing 
children. Miss Jenkins expressed her pleasure at hav- 
ing an opportunity to address us, as it is most impor- 
tant to have a group of well-informed people on the 
subject. One of the biggest stumbling-blocks to modern 
work in this field has been the unprogressive attitude 
of many people. 

In the 19th century, all handicapped people were 
placed in an institution—deaf, blind, etc—all grouped 
together. By the 20th century, however, parent-pressure 
started to bring changes. Parents with only mildly 
handicapped children refused to send them to an in- 
stitution, and this move finally developed into the pre- 
sent practice of children living at home, attending 
special day schools, which are situated in the grounds 
of ordinary schools, so that the handicapped children 
mix with the normal children at play-time. 

The Rubella epidemics which swept all States of 
Australia in the early 1940’s resulted in the establish- 
ment in S.A. of special speech and hearing centres. 
Children are taught in groups of about eight, by speci- 
ally trained teachers. The oral method of teaching is 
preferred, although in some cases signing may have to 
be used. Miss Jenkins stressed the fact that learning 
to speak is a colossal task for these young children. 
Children with no naturally acquired speech not only 
have to learn the names of objects, but also such words 
as “on,” “an,” “in,” etc. Also, many words of different 
meaning look alike to the lip-reader. 

The response of the children to the training varies. 
For example, some children are naturally more talka- 
tive than others. With the use of hearing aids, some 
children may adjust well enough to take their place in 
normal. grades at school. Parent guidance is a most 
important part of the work, as parents must be taught 
how best to approach the child. Miss Jenkins stressed 
that from a psychological point of view a happy and 
normal home life was most important. 

At the conclusion of the talk, Miss K, L proposed 
a vote of thanks to Miss Jenkins, after which members 
adjourned to supper. During supper, Miss Jenkins w: 
kept busy answering questions from the members.

Farewell Dinner in Sydney 


Mr. Prank Bedford,, of Elsternwick (V.), the first of 
the three Pfeiffer Foundation Scholarship winners to 
leave for the United States of America, was bidden 
farewell at a dinner party given by the managing direc- 
tor of William R. Warner & Co. Pty. Ltd. (Mr. William 
B. Howard), at the Hotel Australia, Sydney, on July 10. 
Mr. Bedford sailed for the U.S.A. in the Orient liner 
Oronsay on July 13. 

Mr. F. C. Cleary, Vice-President of Warner Inter- 
national in charge of the British Commonwealth and 
Asian countries (with headquarters in New York), who 
was visiting Australia in the course of his duties, de- 
layed his departure for New Zealand to be present at 
the dinner. 

Mrs. Howard charmingly supported her husband in 
welcoming the guests, who comprised the following: 
Mr. F. C. Cleary; Mr. and Mrs. Frank Bedford; Mr. 
Barry Brown (of Sydney University); Mr. Eric Scott, 
Federal President of the Guild; Mr. L. W. Smith, Presi- 
dent of the New South Wales Branch of the Guild; 
Mr. F. N. Lee, President of the Victorian Branch; Mr. 
B. G. Fegent, President of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of New South Wales; Mr. Ray Feller, Chairman of the 
Trade and Commerce Committee of the N.S.W. State 
Branch, and a member of the Guild Federal Council; 
Mr. A. E. Connolly, Secretary of the New South Wales 
Branch; Mr. A. P. Hitchcock, Director of Medical Ser- 
vices for William R. Warner & Co, Pty. Ltd., and Mrs 
Hitchcock; Mr. K. J. Robinson, Sales Manager for Wil- 
liam R. Warner & Co. Pty. Ltd., and Mrs. Robinson;

Mr. Brown and Mr. Ron Anderson (of the Pharmacy

Pfeiffer Scholarship winners named by the selection 
committee. For personal reasons the three winners will 
leave Australia at intervals—Mr. Brown will go next, 
and Mr. Anderson later still. 


Origin of the Scholarship 


Mr. Howard prefaced remarks of welcome by reading 
a telegram of apology from Mr. Walter C. Cotterell, 
Federal Treasurer of the Guild, who had been unable 
to come from Adelaide for the occasion. 

Mr. Howard then said: “This Pfeiffer Scholarship now 
inaugurated through the Guild has been just ‘a gleam 
in the eye’ that I had. I had talked it over with Eric 
Scott and Keith Attiwill. I told Mr. Scott that the 
Pfeiffer Foundation was a fund set aside by Mr. 
Pfeiffer, who in the kindness of his heart wanted to do 
something for research in pharmacy. 

“Mr. Scott wrote to the Pfeiffer Foundation, and evi- 
dently presented a case which was so convincing that 
the Trustees of the Foundation, and Mr. Elmer H. 
Bobst in particular (head of the Foundation and Chair- 
man of Warner-Lambert Company) agreed. And we got 
an ‘assist’ from Mr. Cleary.” (Applause.) 

“Primarily this Scholarship was a project of the 
Guild’s. It appeals to me very much to be here tonight 
to bid farewell to the first Pfeiffer Scholar. I am de- 
lighted that the Guild selectors have decided to include 
in the first three to be chosen a man who is interested in 
the commercial side of pharmacy. (Applause.) I think 
it is for the good of the whole drug industry. You all 
have your responsibilities as pharmacists; I have rather

“More and more,” Mr. Howard continued, “there 
must be co-operation between the retailer, the distri- 
butor, and the manufacturer.

(Applause). 

“Mr. Bedford, our first Pfeiffer Scholar, has empha- 
sised in his outline of his projected studies in the United 
States the need for good commercial operation of a 
pharmacy—what it takes to present a line of goods, what 
it takes to serve the consumer, and what it takes to 
make a pharmacy a successful business. Though you

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dation has gone for students—the first for students, and 
the first for students from abroad. The men who de- 
serve the credit for that are Mr. Eric Scott and Mr. 
Howard. (Applause.) They sold the idea, and they sold 
it well. They have put the responsibility upon Mr 
Frank Bedford and his two colleagues. They will shape 
the pattern for others in Australia. They will come 
back and benefit pharmacy in Australia, and humanity 
as a whole. I do sincerely express my pleasure to be 
here tonight.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Scott presented Mr. Bedford with a travelling rug 
from the Federal Council. 

Mr. Howard said, “Barry Brown will have his night. 
So will Ron Anderson, This is Frank Bedford's night.” 
Mr. Howard then presented to Mr. Bedford a leather 
overnight bag. In making the presentation Mr. Howard 
said: “This has been one of the greatest experiences 
of my life, to make the effort and find it succeeds 
Mr. Pfeiffer on his death left this great Foundation for 
research and education in pharmacy; his interest lay 
in just such a development as this scholarship.” 


Mr. F. N. Lee on U.S.A. Example 


Mr. F. N. Lee was then called upon by the chairman. 
Mr. Lee said: “Thank you sincerely for the invitation 
to be present on behalf of the Victorian Branch of the 
Guild. We take this opportunity to thank your organ- 
isation, Mr. Howard, for what it has offered pharmacy 
by this scholarship. We have a let of up-and-coming 
young men in pharmacy, of whom Frank Bedford, Barry 
Brown, and Ron Anderson are typical examples. If the 
Foundation will carry on this scholarship, we can pro- 
duce the candidates.” (Applause.) 

“I am convinced after my visit to the United States,”

country which cannot be severed. The American phar- 
macists have solved problems which we can see arising 
in our midst today. Frank Bedford will have a wonder- 
ful oportunity to study these problems on the commer- 
cial side. I did not have very much time in the United 
States and Canada, but I saw enough of the develop- 
ment of supermarkets and out-of-town shopping blocks, 
and the way that the smaller retail operator is being 
swallowed up by the chains, to impress me very 
strongly. Today we have an opportunity, by such means 
as the Pfeiffer Scholarship, to educate ourselves to meet 
these challenges. I wish Prank Bedford bon voyage and 
a safe return.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Ray Feller was next called upon by Mr. Howard, 
who referred to Mr. Feller’s work for the New South 
Wales Branch and the Federal Council in developing 
pharmacy’s strength to meet competition from other 
retail outlets. 

Mr. Feller complimented the Pfeiffer Foundation upon 
its decision to award four scholarships to Australian 
Pharmacists to enable them to study in the United 
States various aspects of pharmacy from which they 
could learn lessons that would be valuable to them- 
selves and their professional colleagues back in Aus- 
tralia. 

“We in Australia,” Mr. Feller declared, “have been 
fortunate in the men who have helped retail pharmacy 
and most of our collective progress has been made 
because of the efforts of outstanding individuals in our 
profession.” (Applause.) 


Admiration for U.S.A. 

Calling the speakers as they sat round the circular 
table, and gallantly excusing the ladies from the “ordeal 
by speech,” Mr. Howard asked Mr. Conolly to speak 

Mr. Conolly said: “This scholarship typifies the inter- 
national policy of the United States of America. It has 
been criticised as isolationist. Here we have seen a 
great titan emerge—a nation which is not only material 
istic, but also humanitarian in its actions. In Australia 
we have great admiration for the United States. We 
admire their world leadership. We admire their human- 


itarian attitude toward the world in these post-war 
years. 

“Mr. Bedford must not assume that pharmacy will 
take the same pattern as in the United States. Here 
political theory conditions political thought to a very 
great extent. Many things which take place in the 
United States cannot take place here because of the 
tremendous power of the trade unions.” 

Mr. Conolly referred to the impact upon pharmacy 
of the great leadership of Mr. Scott as Federal Presi 
dent, of Mr. L. W. Smith as President of the New South 
Wales Branch, and of Mr. F. N. Lee as President of the 
Victorian Branch. He acclaimed Mr. T. B. Evans, Fed 
eral Secretary, as “one of the backroom boys.” 

“This is indeed an historic occasion,” Mr. Conolly 
concluded. “Photographs are being taken here tonight 
One hundred years hence people will look at these 
photographs, and will be impressed by the progress 
made on this occasion.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Evans, Mr. Ross, and Mr. Attiwill respectively 
added their warm congratulations to Mr. Bedford, and 
congratulated Mr. Cleary and Mr. Howard upon the 
foresight and generosity of the trustees of the Pfeiffer 
Foundation. 

Mr. Bedford's Reply 

Mr. Frank Bedford, in responding, began by express 
ing sincere thanks to the Trustees and members of the 
Warner-Lambert organisation on behalf of Messrs 
Barry Brown, Ron Anderson, and himself, Their selec 
tion provided an opportunity that only knocked once 
“Nobody was more surprised,” he said, “than I was 
when my project was accepted.” 

Mr. Bedford continued: “If we are to survive in 
pharmacy as we in Australia know it, we must learn 
to compete against other retail outlets. Until we can 
run our businesses more efficiently, we cannot hope to 
succeed. It seems strange to me that we do a long 
academic course when we are not scientists, but business 
men. If in America I can do anything to act as an 
ambassador I shall do so. 

“I would like to thank Mr. Scott and members of the 
Federal Council and their executive officers for the help 
they have given me in arranging my visit. Whatever 
I can do to uphold the fine traditions of Australia I will 
do. I thank the Company and particularly Mr. Howard 
for a very fine send-off.” Caselume )—K.A

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New Books 


Schmidt's anic Chemistry. Edited by Neil Camp- 
bell. Seventh Edition. Revised and enlarged. pp. 936 
London. Oliver and Boyd. Price (in Australia), 57/-. 

This book is well and favourably known and has won 
for itself an established place as a text-book for senior 
students and a reliable general reference for research 
workers. 

Over the years it has been closely linked with the 
Department of Chemistry, University of Edinburgh, for 
the first edition, which appeared in 1926, was translated 
from Schmidt's Lehrbuch der Organischen Chemie by 
Dr. Gordon Rule, Reader in Organic Chemistry at Edin- 
burgh. Dr. Rule was associated with later editions until 
his death in 1942. Since then the translation and editing 
have been directed by Dr. Neil Campbell. The section 
on carbohydrates has been influenced by Dr. E. G. V 
Percival. Both of these chemists are prominently asso 
clated with the teaching of organic chemistry in Edin 
burgh. A futher point of interest to pharmaceutical 
readers is that Dr. Neil Campbell is a member of the 
Board of Examiners, Scotland, of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain 

This seventh edition will add to the reputation of the 
book. It has been modified and extended so that it 
includes condensed accounts of much recent advance in 
organic chemistry. 

Attention may be directed to the following sections 
(among others) for they show both some of the frontiers 
of advance and also the difficulties confronting an editor 
in dealing with modern organic chemistry within the 
limits of 1,000 pages

Macro and Semimicro Qualitative Inorganic Analysis. 
Fourth Edition. By Arthur I. Vogel. Longmans. Lon- 
don, (4l/-.) 

As 1 took some part in introducing to Victoria the first 
edition of the book upon which the present text is 
founded, I have a special interest in being asked to re- 
view this much more elaborate edition. The first edition, 
a text-book of Qualitative Chemical Analysis, was pub- 
lished im 1937 and in use here about two years later, 
being much appreciated in technical schools, the Uni- 
versity and at least one school at matriculation stan- 
dard (as a reference text). Since then it has increased 
in popularity so that in 1945 it was further enlarged 
and issued in its present comprehensive form in 1954 

It is now intended for use in all present forms of 
Inorganic Analysis not involving spectrometric routines 
and the like 

The order of the sections illustrates its aim. They are 
Theoretical basis of qualitative analysis, bench tech- 
niques, reactions of cations and anions with the funde- 
mental operations of group seperation, the systematic 
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analysis with application to semimicro technique. Then 
follows the grouping together of the complete routines 
of group separation and examination in detail. An ex- 
tension is provided for interfering ions and the exam- 
ination of “rare” cations. 

It ends with an interesting chapter om paper chroma- 
tography 

Before I venture to comment on the order of pre- 
sentation or the details of subject matter, it must be 
understood that I have as much appreciation of this 
text as I had for the more modest original text. But it 
is tempered by the added experience of necessity gained 
in the interval 

As then, so now, I say it should be in the library of 
all whose practical techniques are to extend intelli- 
gently beyond the faltering dependent stage. 

The aim of all real training in the technique of Chemi- 
cal Analysis is to provide one with a logical sequence 
of operations based on a sound background of scientific 
facts. If the reader has not already obtained a part of 
this—a rudimentary frame in his mind—then this text 
will confuse and bewilder for the fullness of data will 
prevent him or her deciding which is fundamental and 
essential and which is subsidiary. In my comments 
certain alterations and additions are suggested which 
might have made the book of wider use. 

A genera! survey of the contents follows as an instru- 
ment for the mind and hand of the practitioner, leads 
me to an important point. The most interesting part of 
a technique is, I think, the doing of it—the bench 
and the doing of things on it. Assuming this, why 
doesn’t some author of outstanding ability (such as Dr. 
Vogel) break away from tradition and put interesting 
facts first. But no, tradition must be observed and the 
theoretical basis must be put first so that the bemused 
victims can say at the end—Ah, now we can get on 
with the business of finding out what the sample is. 

No. I would prefer what I consider the logical start 
by describing the techniques and precautions to be 
followed for careful and accurate work; together with, 
very likely, some mild theory on filtration, washing of 
precipitates and the like. 

Then I would try to arouse some further enthusiasm 
over the neatness and delightful simplicity of the 
methods used in corraling, say, the cations, into easily 
examined “reaction boxes,” these “boxes” being both 
inelusive and exclusive. I would then suggest for trial, 
some direct individual chemical checks on the con- 
clusions formed, Then one could submit a more ex- 
tended list of further and more exciting reactions with 
explanations by way of equations. I imagine, too, I 
would leave some unfinished to give the more serious 
student something to think about. One could also point 
out (a rather essential detail not sufficiently stressed in 
the text) the particular or special use of the extra items 
in the reagent and reaction list, such as their use in the 
presence of other ions, or their use for detecting traces 
of ions to be leoked for. 

Having now got the reader really involved in the 
matter as a subject of interest and contemplation, I 
would apologetically introduce the kernel as it were— 
the theoretical reason why everything happens at the 
right time and to the exclusion of other possibilities. 
I owe much of my interest in chemistry as an applied 
science to two such upholders of this method. 


Remarks on the Sections 

Theoretical Basis. This is extremely full and inter- 
spersed with typical practical applications of importance 
in studying the reasons for the phenomena of the sys- 
tematic examination. 

The tables of data supplied therein are remarkably 
accurate. The original edition suffered from a certain 
number of “printer's errors” in this direction. 

The experimental technique is excellent in breadth 
and illustration. The method of evaporation noted on 
page 179 was used here extensively on war work, but 
in a much cheaper form.

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The section devoted to reactions of cations and anions 
is most detailed. I think it would be more useful if the 
specific function of many of the reagents was stressed 
by placing them in a separate list. The chapters on 
Systematic Analysis are of standard form, with the 
usual expected footnotes and references. A _ slightly 
modified Sores scheme for the systematic examination 
of anions is included. I mention this item specifically 
because, due to the care needed to carry it out success- 
fully, students are apt to try less scientific “methods” of 
arriving at results (pp. 538-545). 

I am pleased. to note herein the following usages— 
caustic alkali for splitting group 2 ppt. into sub-groups 
—sodium perborate in group 3A examination and elim- 
ination of excess ammonium chloride before proceeding 
to the carbonate precipitation group. 

I note also three methods for eliminating phosphate 
ions before forming group 3 hydroxides—the classical 
basic acetate method, the stannic chloride method and a 
new (1952) zircony! nitrate method. The second had 
certain demerits involving time-consuming filtering and 
never was in great favour. Unfortunately the zirconyl 
nitrate strongly recommended by Dr. Vogel has the 
demerit of being only procurable in the technical grade 
at about 80/- per lb., and would need purification. 

With regard to the final section on Paper Chromato- 
graphy I confess to only a very slight practical know- 
ledge; but it appears to be an excellent introduction to 
this new and most important branch of applied 
chemistry. 

In conclusion—This is a book that can excite and 
profit the student whether for gain or pleasure.—H.B

THE ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH PHARMACEUTICAL 
INDUSTRY 


Annual Report and Year Book, 1955-56 


Founded twenty-six years ago, under the title of “The 
Wholesale Drug Trade Association,” The Association of 
British Pharmaceutical Industry as it is now known, 
represents almost all the major pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers in Great Britain. Membership for the current 
year is 179, made up of 165 members and 14 associate 
members. The Report summarises the Association’s 
activities during the year, a genera! indication of which 
is given here. 


Relations With Other Bodies 

The A.B.P.I. maintains liaison with kindred organi- 
sations. Discussion has taken place with the British 
Pharmacopoeia Commission (which includes two phar- 
macists engaged in the industry) on the use of colour in 
tablets and on the specification of tablet diameters. 

At the science sessions of the British Pharmaceutical 
Conference many papers were contributed by research 
workers in the industry. The importance of industry 
to research is emphasised by the fact that 32.7 per cent. 
of papers (the highest number) published in the “Jour- 
nal of Pharmacy and Pharmacology” between 1951 and 
1955, emanated from research laboratories within the 
industry. 

“The Association is in frequent communication with 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain on ques- 
tions of mutual interest and with the Codex Revision 
Committee on technical and scientific matters. 

Other bodies with whom collaboration or discussion 
on matters of common interest has taken place are, the 
British Medical Association, National Pharmaceutical 
Union, Association of British Chemical Manufacturers, 
Federation of British Industries, London, Chamber of 
Commerce, British Shippers’ Council and the British 


Standards Institution. 
Overseas relations have been conducted on an ari- 
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cable and satisfactory basis. There have been regular 
interchanges of reports and information with counter- 
part associations throughout the world. 


National Health Service 

The British Government, as the industry's best custo- 
mer in Britain, is, not unnaturally, highly interested in 
the price of pharmaceutical products. The National 
Health Service is commented on at length in the Report, 
which reproduces extracts from the “Report of the 
Committee of Enquiry into the Cost of the National 
Health Service.” 

The Committee (The “Guillebaud” Report) expresses 
the view that the principal causes for increased costs 
are: 

(a) The increased use of new and expensive drugs 

(particularly antibiotics), 

(b) The increased quantity of drugs prescribed— 
caused more by an increase in the average quan- 
tity per prescription than by the larger number 
of prescriptions dispensed. 

A proposal that prescribing be restricted to a limited 

list of drugs is the subject of interesting comment: 

“This proposal has received a good deal of support 
in a number of quarters, and we have given it careful 
consideration. As against its apparently obvious advan- 
tages, there must be set a number of objections. In 
the first place it would be exceedingly difficult for the 
Health Departments, or some other responsible body, 
€.g., an expert committee, to draw up an acceptable and 
workable list of drugs for this purpose and to provide 
for its revision so that it would contiuously be kept up 
to date. Secondly, in the light of experience gained 
from a similar scheme in Australia, there is reason to 
believe that the introduction of a limited list might 
increase the demand for the drugs on the free list. 
Thirdly, if one purpose of a limited list was to check 
the prescribing of proprietary products, it must be re- 
membered, iter alia, that certain of these are cheaper to 
buy than their standard equivalents when dispensed by 
a chemist. Fourthly, a limited list would impose a ve 
appreciable additional burden on doctors in their wor 
of prescribing and would be disliked by the majority 
of them as well as by their patients. Taking all things 
into consideration, we are not in favour at the present 
time of the introduction of a limited list of prescribable 
drugs in the National Health Service.” 

The present cost of the N.H.S. in Britain is £512 mil- 
lion, of which £48 million is expended on pharmaceu-~ 
tical services. In 1954, 240 million prescriptions were 
dispensed at an average cost of 51 pence per prescrip- 
tion. Of these prescriptions, 60 per cent, were for non- 
proprietary preparations, 32 per cent, were for pro- 
pristaries and 8 per cent. for appliances (dressings, 
yandages, surgical hosiery, etc.). 


Pharmaceutical Exports 

A new high record of £36 million was attained during 
the year 1955. Australia was the most important market 
for British drugs (£4 million), with India next (£3 mil- 
lion). Psekistan, South Africa, New Zealand, Nigeria, 
the Irish Republic, Burma and Egypt all took between 
£1 and £2 million each. 

The A.B.P.L. has noted with concern the import re- 
strictions recently re-imposed in Australia. Tariff 
Commission Enquiry has been set up to investigate 
whether a protective tariff should be imposed on all 
imported tablets. The question of artificial coloration 
of pharmaceutical products in N.S.W. has been under 
review during the year, and the Association collaborated 
with the Association of Ethical Pharmaceutical Manu- 
facturers of N.S.W. in opposing the elimination of colour 
from tablets 

In the past 10 years exports of pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts have risen from £6 million to £36 million, while 
total pharmaceutical production has increased by £65 
million (from £60 million to £125 million)

Six cases of allergic rhinitis in which toco- 
pherol relieved the edema and exudation are 
presented, The edema and exudation returned 
when tocopherol was withdrawn. They dis- 
appeared again when the patients resumed 
taking tocopherol. 


All patients took a diet consisting of 4500 
calories for adults, 2500 calories for children; 
caiories were distributed as follows: 30 to 40% 
fat, little or no carbohydrate, balance in 
protein; soybean lecithin, one teaspoon with 
each meal; B-complex vitamin concentrate 
derived from rice bran, one teaspoon daily; 
raw liver, one tablespoon daily; and salt 
mixture, one to two tablespoons daily (50% 
of the cations being sodium). Tocopherol 
dosage varied from 50 to 400 mg. daily. 


The diet which these six patients followed 
was probably important in relieving their 
allergy. No attempt was made to avoid any 
allergens to which the patients were sensitive. 
The diet in itself could not relieve their 
allergies, but it may have helped to relieve 
the allergic rhinitis with the tocopherol therapy 
where Dam and Glaser failed. 


It is supposed that vitamin E relieves this 
allergic rhinitis because it is one of several 
factors that promote normal lipide and water 
metabolism.

PHARMACY OF A PAST ERA 


Sir,—In a recent issue of your Journal I drew atten- 
tion to the very great number of proprietary remedies 
that are prescribed, necessitating no pharmaceutical 
manipulation in the dispensary. 


In a window of the oldest pharmaceutical business 
in Australasia there is at the present time a collection 
of tools and implements used in dispensing physicians’ 
prescriptions 60 years ago, that I expect would be 
unknown to some apprentices of today. 


Amongst them I saw: Brass bougie moulds for 2 in. 
and 4 im. bougies, to make which much skill was re- 
quired; brass pessary moulds, one to make 6, another 
to make 24; brass suppository moulds for 12; a cachet 
machine for 24 only half-drachm and 24 only one- 
drachm cachets, the use of which necessitated great 
care; @ pill and powder mortar combined, one end for 
a pill mass, the other for mixing powders; a pill 
machine adjustable to make 24 pills, either 3 grains 
or 5 grains, with the accompanying boxwood pill 
rounder, and boxwood coater, in which to coat pills 
with gold or silver; plaster irons in two sizes, used to 
spread plaster on sheepskin, and woe betide the dis- 
penser who had his plaster irem too hot; a brass powder 
folder with adjustable screw. In the collection I found: 
A copper plate with engravings for printing labels; a 
brass hydrometer with thermometer; a_ tortoiseshell 
tongue seraper; boxwood pile tubes for inserting oint- 
ment into the rectum by using an adjustable screw; a 
vulcanite pipe with screw for use in the urethra; a 
pewter syringe; a china spoon graduated inside for tea, 
dessert and tablespoonfu] doses; a china spoon covered 
to prevent spilling, for giving medicine to a patient 
in bed; boxwood stethoscopes; a pocket spittoon with 
hinged lid; metal ear trumpets; a boxwood measure for 
Seidlitz Powders, one end for the required quantity 
of acid, the other for alkali (you pressed it into a mass 
of the powder); copper percolators; an iron mortar; a 
leather catheter, six feet long, for cattle; leather trusses 
for infants; prescriptions dated 1867. 


The display has attracted much attention from 
passers-by, who have been greatly interested in the 
historical side of the pharmacy of Hatton & Laws, 
founded in 1825.—Yours, etc.,

Container Allowance Increased 


The claim for am increased container allowance for 
prescriptions dispensed under the National Health Ser- 
vice has been settled. The former allowance was 1.25d. 
per prescription, irrespective of the medicament, and 
the contractor is required to supply a suitable container. 
Contractors have argued that this was an uneconomic 
figure and a survey was taken some time ago to deter- 
mine the actual cost when returned bottles were taken 
into consideration. The new allowance will be 1.55d. 
per prescription, and will be back-dated to November 
1, 1955. This increase should result in an additional 
payment of around £240,000 to chemists each year. It 
may be recalled that in the early years of the service 
the allowance was 24d. per prescription, so that even 
at the new rate the chemist is receiving almost ld. per 
prescription less than he did between 1948 and 1951. In 
1954-55 the container allowance in England and Wales 
amounted to £1.16 million and in Scotland to £0.176 
million. 


No further progress has been made in the negotia- 
tions for an increase in dispensing fees and on-cost, 
although the Ministry of Health promised that the 
matter would be treated “with all possible speed.” Ht 
seems probable that the delay is in some other Govern- 
ment Department. If no further information becomes 
available to the Central Contractors’ Committee, it is 
unlikely that any action will be taken until mid-Sep- 
tember. 


Restrictive Trade Practices 


The Restrictive Trade Practices Bill, which has 
ame ypeees the House of Commons, has been given 
a second reading by the House of Lords. During the 
debate the Lord Chancellor said that part of the Bill 
was concerned with retail price maintenance, a very 
controversial matter. Strong and sincere views were 
held as to its importance to the manufacturer, the sho 
keeper and the consumer; and equally strong was the 
denunciation of the methods adopted to enforce it and 
the rigidity which it introduced into the distributive 
system. The Government proposed to make the collec- 
tive enforcement of resale prices unlawful, but at the 
same time to strengthen the means available to indi- 
vidual manufacturers to enforee their own resale prices. 
Collective boyeott and collective diserimination would 
become unlawful. This would put an end to private 
courts and stop lists used in connection with resale 
price maintenance and lessen the powers of trade asso- 
ciations. The Government recognised that it was im- 
portant to protect individual manufacturers against 
abuses, such as the misuse of branded goods as “loss 
leaders.” Manufacturers would be able to undertake 
proceedings not only against those with whom they had 
a direct contact, but also against any dealer who could 
be shown to have acquired goods with a notice of the 
condition. Restrictions and eompetition would be ex- 
posed to public serutiny and to judicial examination 
and decision. The essence of the free competitive sys- 
tem, in which the Government believed, was that indi- 
vidual enterprise should be given full scope and should 
not be under restraints imposed by agreements with 
competing interests, unless it could be shown that this 
was in the interests, not only of the parties to the 
agreement, but of the country as a whole. 
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Branch Representatives’ Meeting 


Branch representatives had a busy day immediately 
following the annual general meeting of the society in 
London. The meeting lasted over five hours, during 
which 23 motions and 7 amendments were considered 
and 66 different speakers, representing about 25 per 
cent, of the audience, came to the microphone. Not for 
the first time consideration was given to the use of 
apothecaries and metric weights, and after hearing the 
old arguments that pharmacists and doctors had been 
brought up on the former system, it was agreed that it 
would be advisable if such publications as the B.P., the 
B.P.C. and the National Formulary retained bot 

tems in respect of doses. The meeting recognised “the 
inexorable progress” of medicine and it wa ‘ 
that most of the new medicaments were pres 

metric dose. It was also urged that the Counc 

Society should reintroduce Latin titles of the 
medicaments into the Codex, The representative 
appeared to think that money spent by the society on 
an advertising campaign in the national press would be 
well spent if it informed the general public of the ser 
vice which the pharmacist gives to the community. Sup 
port was also given to a resolution which urged that 
graduates in pharmacy should not be discouraged from 
becoming members because of too onerous entrance

On the same subject Professor M. Guillot (Unive 
of Paris) recalled that he had had 30 years’ expe 
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as chief pharmacist to a large Paris hospital. He be- 
lieved that the position varied in different parts of 
France. Although, technically, Paris hospital pharma- 
cists were civil servants, they had never, as it were, 
been given orders from above. Probably, if hospital 
pharmacists had organised themselves nationally, the 
position would have been different. The present happy 
position might be due to the fact that they worked in 
small groups and because their relationship with their 
colleagues in other professions was on a personal basis. 
In France a great dea) of biochemical analysis is carried 
out by pharmacists. A question was asked on the posi- 
tion in Great Britain and the advantages and disadvan 
tages of that work being done by pharmacists. 


Professor A. D, Macdonald, after remarking on the 
composite nature of the question, said that when the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain introduced 
physiology and pharmacology into the curriculum, he 
saw in these subjects a definite cultural interest, but 
over the years he believed pharmacists had looked on 
them as having a distinct practical value. Especially 
did this apply to the teaching of pharmacology in medi- 
cal schools, work which has been taken up increasingly 
by pharmacists. In the current revision of the society’s 
curriculum the place of physiology and pharmacology 
was being examined, but the time factor was ever a 
difficult one. In British hospitals clinical biochemical 
work was done under the direction of the hospital 
pathologist 


On the question of the possibility of the same educa- 
tional programme being introduced for both British and 
French pharmacists and the interchangeability of the 
respective diplomas, Mr. Hanbury pointed out that such 
an arrangement could not be possible for many years, 
if ever. Such a union and such interchangeability of 
pharmacists had not been the immediate aim of the 
commission, for it was not thought to be within the 
realm of practical politics—nor would it be for many 
years to come. He did not think there was anything 
to be said in favour of,a situation where a French phar- 
macist could, as it were, put up his plate on a British 
establishment, and vice versa. As for following the 
same educational syllabus, it would be better, in his 
opinion, to let such a situation evolve slowly than to 
introduce changes with the object in view. 


The principal events on the social side were a ban- 
quet and an excursion to Canterbury, with its cathedral, 
and Dover.

School of Pharmacy Changes 

Professor H. Berry, Dean of the School of Pharmacy 
(University of London), which was formerly the College 
of Pharmacy of the Pharmaceutical Society, retires at 
the end of the present session. Professor Berry was on 
the staff of the University College Hospital, London, 
before the First World War and after service in com- 
batant regiments in the Army, he became lecturer at 
Robert Gordon's College, Aberdeen, in 1919. In the 
same year he went to Birmingham and started the phar 
macy department in the College of Technology there 
Fifteen years afterward he came to London as a Uni 
versity Reader in Pharmaceutics and in 1937 succeeded 
Professor Burn as Dean.

Addiction to Amphetamine 


There is some evidence that a new wave of addiction 
to amphetamine is developing among the teenagers in 
large cities. When the drug first came on the market 
about twenty years ago, it became popular with stu- 
dents entering for examinations and others who wished 
to be “pepped up” for a short period. A few years ago 
it was placed on Schedule IV of the Poisons List, which 
restricted its sale to prescriptions, but an exemption 
was made in the case of inhalers. These can be bought 
entirely without restriction. Now cases have been re- 
ported in which the contents .of inhalers have been 
removed and eaten. It is understood that the Home 
Office is giving attention to the problem 


B.M.A, Conference Highlights 


The British Medical Association held its annual con- 
ference at the beginning of July. This year the venue 
was Brighton, a south coast resort, about fifty miles 
from London. Many topics were under discussion— 
incidentally held in an atmosphere where smoking was 

rohibited. Details of the claim for increased remunera- 
ion for general practitioners were not divulged, but 
it was stated that attempts were being made to get the 
Government to concede that a periodic review of their 
contract was necessary. The Minister of Health was 
upbraided for making important announcements to the 
general public before informing the profession as a 
whole. This had occurred at the start of poliomyelitis 
vaccination. Protests were made against the sale of 
useless crash helmets to motor cyclists and the Ministry 
was also criticised for a failure to carry out its proper 
duty of educating the public in everyday matters of 
health. One representative asked: Was it not reasonable 
to suppose that with suitable education of the public 
the country could be spared a great deal of wasteful 
use of the service and helped to raise the standards of 
general health and hygiene. The country needed far 
more education in simple principles of healthy living 
and on the proper use of the National Health Service, 
so that the enormous drug bill could be reduced. It 
was a disgrace that the Government was doing so little 
to instruct the adult population in the correct use of 
the service. 


The Association’s rule on the absolute anonymity of 
doctors appearing on radio and television programmes 
was reaffirmed. 


The Drug Bill was the subject of a number of motions 
and it appeared that doctors were smarting under the 
numerous allegations which have been made about ex- 
travagance. A suggestion that a random selection of 

rice prescriptions should be returned after the Pricing 

ureau had dealt with them, was referred to the coun- 
cil for consideration after one representative had em- 
phasised that “most of us have not the foggiest idea 
what the various drugs cost which we prescribe.” 
Another suggested that a bonus should be given to the 
doctors whose prescriptions and costs were well below 
the average. It was also suggested that many patients 
came with complaints which could be treated by the 
average housewife and if the trend continues, “the en- 
tire populace will be spending their mornings and 
evenings in the surgery.” 
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The perennial demand was put forward that private 
patients should be given free drugs and it was thought 
that the Minister might become more amenable to this 
project. Many complaints were made about the obstin- 
ate minority of patients who regard the general prac- 
titioner as the nearest the welfare state can get to a 
slave. The layman might have been convinced that 
general practice was a dog's life. The Council of the 
Association was asked to press the Home Secretary to 
give permission for nurses to be allowed to use mor- 
phine in serious industrial accidents and it was also 
asked to discuss with the Government the formation 
of a “major casualties service” to cover the whole coun- 
try. Disasters such as might occur on the railway could 
be more quickly dealt with if such a service were in 
operation. 


The Minister of Health, Mr. R. Turton, commenting 
on the criticisms over his actions on the poliomylelitis 
vaccine, noted above, said— 


“When, early in January, I learned that our scientists 
and doctors had devised a poliomyelitis vaccine that 
was absolutely safe, and would be effective in reducing 
the danger of paralytic polio, I considered that I should 
be failing in my responsibility if I did not make use 
of the comparatively small quantity of vaccine that was 
likely to be available before July. 1 knew it would be 
a rush to get the administrative details out to local 
health authorities in time. Equally, because of this 
short time available it was not possible to give every 
doctor in the country full technical information before 
the beginning of arch, but I was convinced that 
parents would wish to have this opportunity of protect- 
ing their children.” 


SOUTH AFRICA 


One of my recent letters to you has been the cause 
of some comment in the “S.A. Pharmaceutical Journal.” 

am accused of making statements which are not 
factual when I say that manufacturers have only one 
concern—the dividend demanding shareholder. 


I am perfectly aware, of course, that many firms 
contribute in large measure to educational funds, and 
that millions of money are ploughed back into research, 
particularly by American drug houses. I am also aware 
that some manufacturers have the interests of the pro- 
fession at heart; much too much at heart for some of 
their shareholders to appreciate. 


This same issue of the “S.A.P.J.” carries also the 
Annual Report of the Society, which makes for very 
interesting reading. In giving the resolutions of last 
year and a report on what has been achieved during 
the year, it indicates how much progress has been 
made towards attaining the pharmaceutical millennium, 


The major resolutions of last year were those calling 
into being an Actions Committee to bring about the 
restriction of dispensing to the chemist and to mini- 
mise the sales avenues for medicines and poisons. 


Little has been achieved in the way of positive re- 
sults, since it has been impossible to interview the 
responsible officials, but officialdom has certainly become 
aware of the problems besetting pharmacy—and for 
that matter, medicine. 


Unfortunately, as I write, the present session of the 
House is fast drawing to a close, and if there is to be 
any amending legislation it will have to come quickly. 


The various other resolutions of 1955 made it clear 
that, although the allied professions are aware of many 
things of which pharmacy disapproves and would like 
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to have co-operation in righting them, that co-operation 
is not forthcoming. 


Of all the resolutions of last year the one to have the 
most profound effects is that which created the Pharma 
ceutical Trades Council. The future of this Council at 
present hangs in the balance, but it is a possible force 
of great value to the whole trade. 


The resolutions before this present A.G.M. are few 
but it does not mean that pharmacy‘s problems have 
in anyewey diminished 


Affairs of the Society since its inception have been 
controlled by an Executive Committee, elected annually, 
a form of choice which renders it possible, although not 
probable, for an entirely new Executive to be elected 
It is sought now to so amend the constitution that a 
partial continuity in office be achieved, much after the 
fashion of the British Society. 


Another motion proposes to so amend the Constitution 
that each Province of the Union is represented on the 
Executive by two members. In this case the mover: 
propose to split the Cape Province into two and thus 
give four members to one province. 


At present the Executive is comprised of not more 
than three members from each province; since one 
Branch of the Society has nearly half of the members 
in its area, it would seem illogical to reduce its repre 
sentation in this way, 

This has always been a problem, but need not be so 
regarded, since by some strange process every person 
whe becomes elected to the Executive loses his paro 
chial eutlook and becomes national in viewpoint 

There are only four resolutions which will affect the 
South African Pharmacy Board, should they be passed 


One raises again the problem of the cheaper veteri 


nary pack. Why drugs for veterinary use should be 


sold at lower prices is beyond me. It is just another 
example of the general public supporting the farming 
community. Be that as it may, the public are well 
aware that if they are refused a sale of, say, a sulpha 
drug by reason of its being prescription only, they can 
easily pop around to the farm supplies shop, get pre 
cisely the same thing at a cheaper price and without a 
prescription 


The multiplicity of such avenues of sale is also raised 
by one branch which would like to see the sales re 
stricted to shops beyond a twenty mile radius of a 
pharmacy. 

Twe other resolutions deal with education One 
seeks to introduce post-graduate courses—a most cd: 
sirable move. Hitherto the diploma in pharmacy ha 
been the be-all and end-all of pharmaceutical education, 
and those who have finished the course feel thwarted 
at not being able to proceed further. 


No provision exists for enabling those already quali 
fied to proceed to a further degree or qualification in 
South Africa or abroad. In South Africa the holder of 
the diploma in pharmacy can proceed no further, b 
cause no University will accord any recognition or 
exemption. 


Medical Benefit Societies come in for their share of 
attention. These societies are increasing in number and 
all of them get some discount on prescriptions, unless 
their numbers are very small. Lately it seems that 
some societies have amalgamated in order to get highe: 
discounts; some in order to come out on the right side 
financially make the worker pay some of the cost of hi: 
medicines. 


The resolution before the A.G.M. proposes to limit 
the recognition of these societies so that these difficul 
ties may be avoided. It is perhaps just as well, for if 
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they continue to develop at the present rate, the pro- 
fession will find itself with a ready-made health service 
on its hands. 


The subject of left-over ethicals has caused consider- 
able distress to pharmacists over the years, and it seems 
an almost insoluble problem, yet it appears again on 
the agenda. Possibly the solution is for the pharmacist 
to dispense original packs only. 

I heard recently that some members of the medical 
profession have expressed. horror at the -way in which 
the chemist takes a large profit simply for removing a 
label from a proprietary package. 

It would be enlightening if someone worked out just 
what the nett profit is after deducting losses for left- 
overs, out-dated packages and lines gone out of fashion 
or replaced by a cheaper brand. 


This latter seems to bid fair to become a South African 
industry, for it seems that no sooner does a product 
become established than a copy or variation appears. 
It certainly makes for complexity and might well pro- 
vide a basis for a new subject in the qualifying examina- 
tion—a sort of recognition and composition quiz! 


During the course of the Annual General Meeting 
the Pharmaceutical Trades Council will meet again 
Presumably there will be an attempt to solve the dif 
ficulty presently existing between the retailers, the 
wholesalers and the Proprietary Association. Unless, 
of course, it is decided that the problem is insoluble 
However, I am of the opinion that no problem is with 
out solution, if all parties come into court with a little 
goodwill 

Reverting to the trade war, a Letter to the Editor in 
the current issue of the “S.A.P.J.” gives the viewpoint 
of the ordinary retailer, i.e., the chemist who is not a 
member of the Buying Group. The writer says he now 
finds himself unable to obtain supplies of some ef the 
more popular quick-selling lines. 

“What more blatant contravention of price mainten- 
ance could there be than the case of my competitor,” he 
writes, “who is able to obtain every item at an addi- 
tional discount? If I were to pass on 7 per cent. to 
my customers the agent would consider that I had wio- 
lated the price structure.” 

The arguments are sound, but it seems that the pros 
and the cons are equally telling. Perhaps they could 
solve the whole problem by giving an additional 33 per 
cent. to all sections of the trade and raising the retail 
price to cover it, 

It is possible that the Society’s A.G.M. may take an 
entirely new form this year. During the past year 
members of the Executive Committee have been given 
specific jobs, portfolios as it were, so that they are able 
to give a comprehensive report on particular problems 
This method of working will undoubtedly shorten the 
conference already made brief by the short agenda. 


Later 


The Annual General Meeting of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of South Africa, held this year at Pietermaritz 
burg, is over 

Usually the Council is comprised of the same old 
faces, but this year a surprising number of new and 
younger councillors made their appearance, and equally 
surprising, one or two old stalwarts, whose names had 
almost passed into legend, reappeared on the scene. 

Concurrently with this meeting, other meetings of 
allied bodies were held. The S.A. Retail Chemists and 
Druggists Association met on the Sunday preceding the 
A.G.M., and the Pharmaceutical Trades Council con 
vened on the Tuesday.

In two-year tests of chronic toxicity of four sweeten- 
ing agents done by workers at the Food and Drug 
Administration’ of America, two sweeteners (dulcin 
and P-4000, a Dutch nitrobenzene derivative) were con 
sidered to have a toxicity high enough to warrant thei: 
not being used in foods, Sucaryl and saccharin, the 
other two agents tested, produced only slight retarda 
tion of growth when fed to rats in amounts as high as 
five per cent. of the diet over the two-year period. They 
were therefore considered safe for use in foods. 


In tests extending over two and a half years Richards 
and his co-workers’ observed only certain mild myo- 
cardial changes occurring in rats fed Sucaryl in amounts 
of one per cent. of the diet and less. These mild myo 
cardial changes were ocasionally seen also in contro} 
animals. It is therefore believed that a causative con 
nection between these changes and Sucaryl is unlikely 


Sucary] is 80 to 90 per cent. excreted in the urine of 
animals. When fed to rats in amounts up to five pe: 
cent. of the diet for two years, no significant toxic effects 
were revealed histologically. In acute toxicity tests, no 
differences in growth or weight gain were noted between 
control and experimental animals’, 


Every physician is aware of the difficulties presented 
in families where there is a diabetic adult or child 
Special foods must be prepared, which doubles the work 
in a perhaps already harassed household. The advan 
tages of being able to use the same foods for all, and 
to have all enjoy them, are obvious. The diabetic 
patient or the patient otherwise restricted to low caloric 
diets may eat more easily at home, may enjoy coffe« 
without a metallic after-taste, and with the use of 
Sucary! may even have cooked for him what is cooked 
for others in the family.

ADELAIDE UNIVERSITY PHARMACEUTICAL

Mention was made in the last report of a meeting 
held in Adelaide to discuss the proposed decrease in 
wages, and perhaps more detail would be appreciated 
by Interstate students. A rumour had been circulating 
that we were to have a wage decrease of at least 25%. 
The first year students were most concerned, as this 
would reduce them to a mere pittance. A general meet- 
ing was called, and Rex Martin, President, introduced 
our visitors:—Mr. Dunn, representing the Chamber of 
Manufactures and F.S.M.A.; Mr. Russell—the President 
of the Pharmaceutical Society; Mr. Miller—the Vice 
President of the Guild. 


Mr. Dunn was the speaker, and he began by giving 
a picture of the Industrial Court set-up and the series 
of motions which led to the present proposed decrease 
in wages. He told of the Chemists’ Retail Pharma- 
ceutical Board, which consists of a chairman and an 
equal number of representatives for employers and 
employees; on this board A.U.P.S.A. is represented by 
student Bruce Trigilgas. The chairman has the cast- 
ing vote should there be a deadlock between employers 
and employees. In December, 1950, there was a deter- 
mination for the amount paid to a particular person 
This was a minimum wage. In December, 1953, there 
was a substantial increase for all employees, which 
gave S.A. the highest wage in Australia. In December, 
1954, an appeal was made by the employers against the 
high wages. The President of the Industrial Court 
decided that as the wage rates were so much higher 
than in any other State some consideration must be 
given to this appeal. The President of the Industrial 
Court finally awarded new rates, which resulted in re- 
ductions on a proportionate basi: Mr. Dunn stressed 
that these were minimum rates, and that it was not 
the Guild who had been the movers in this wage re- 


duction. Students then were able to ask questions and 
so clarify the position in their own minds. Before 
closing this meeting the students’ President thanked the 
visitors for their attendance.

THE INTERNATIONAL PHARMACEUTICAL 
STUDENTS’ FEDERATION 


Within recent years more and more attention has 
been given to international organisations in the health 
sciences. The World Health Organisation has undoubt 
edly contributed to this resurgence of interest, and the 
success with which W.H.O. has mobilised and gathered 
the forces of the individual organisations of the dif 
ferent professions has had considerable influence on the 
thinking of these organisations. For pharmacy the In 
ternational Pharmaceutical Federation has done much 
to bring the profession from behind national barriers, 
and the Pan-American Congress of Pharmacy and Bio 
chemistry has had a similar influence within its sphere 
Until recently, however, these organisations only had 
bearing upon the practising pharmacist It was not 
until the year 1949 that the pharmacy student could 
take his part in international pharmacy affairs. At this 
time the International Pharmaceutical Students’ Feder 
ation selected as its goal the study and promotion of 
the interests of pharmaceutical students wherever they 
may be. Now through its attempts to stimulate stu 
dent-exchange and by arranging student study tours 
and conferences, the I.P.S.F. constantly encourages in- 
ternational co-operation between pharmacy student 
This latter aim, the fostering of amity between nations’ 
students, has great significance. In this world, wher 
rapid and less costly means of transportation have sud 
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denly made many nations new neighbours, the neces- 
sity of creating good will, co-operation and, above all, 
understanding among them has been realised. It is 
therefore encouraging to observe that within our own 
profession the student can now work with these objec- 
tives in view. Working through LP.S.F. towards these 
intangible and often unrecognised ideals, the student 
prepares himself for some of the more imporiant tasks, 
which are his as a graduate practising pharmacist. It 
is the present-day student who will ultimately be con- 
cerned with the problems of our national organisations, 
and it is he who will be participating in the scarcely 
touched projects and deliberaiions of our international 
organisations. 


These are but a few of the broad interpretations of 
the significance of the L.P.S.F. in the profession. What, 
then, does participation in the LP.S.F. mean to phar- 
maceutical students? First, it familiarises the siudent 
with the nature of pharmacy, and in particular phar- 
maceutical education in various foreign countries. 
Through prearranged study tours I.P.S.F. provides the 
student with opportunities to observe and to acquire 
first-hand knowledge of pharmacy in foreign lands. 
Many students will, of course, be unable to enjoy the 
annual I.P.S.F. study tours. Likewise, many will be 
unable to participate in exchange activities. Neverthe- 
less, the pharmacy student at home can still follow the 
Federation's deliberations, and he can learn about the 
life of his fellow-students throughout the world through 
the L.P.S.F. Bulletin. 


LP.S.F. Activities 


Annual Camp and Study Tours 

During the summer months of each year the LP.S.F. 
holds a camp. These international gatherings of phar- 
macy students are usually of eight to ten days’ dura- 
tion. Meetings are held in a different country each 
year, with the object of providing pharmacy students 
with an opportunity of visiting a country and gaining 
a knowledge of the cultural and pharmaceutical life of 
that country. During the camp general meetings, sym- 
posia, council meetings, social programmes and excur- 
sions are enjoyed, and all these, including accommoda- 
tion, are carefully arranged to come well within the 
students’ means. 


The 1955 Conference took place in August in Vienna, 
Austria. The cost was approximately £10 per student, 
and about 180 students from 30 countries took part in 
the meeting. 


During the ten days’ meeting visits were paid to 
pharmaceutical factories and lectures upon pharmacy, 
together with films, were given. Sightseeing tours to 
Melk, the Soneeberg and Linz were made. Visits were 
made to the sights of Vienna and to musical perform- 
ances. The LP.S.F. group was a guest of the Austrian 
Pharmaceutical Society and of the Mayor of Vienna at 
a dinner dance and reception. 


The Study Tour, 1956, is being held in Dubrovnik, 
Yugoslavia, from July 17 to 27. Australia will be re- 
presented by Miss Yvonne Fricker, who was our repre- 
sentative at the Vienna Conference, and who can be 
proud of her outstanding performance. 


The Bulletin 


The LP.S.F. Bulletin is published at intervals 
throughout the year, and serves as a link between the 
Federation and its members—indeed, it helps to unite 
all pharmaceutical students throughout the world by 
bringing news of other countries and their students. 
The Bulletin also provides the details of L.P.S.F. meet- 
ings and outlines the Federation’s plans for the future.

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international co-operation between pharmacy students” 
is through Student Exchange. By visits of students of 
one country to another the I.P.S.F. hopes to promote an 
exchange of ideas between countries 


The student wishing to visit a foreign country to 
observe the practice of pharmacy there can make ap- 
plication for student exchange through Mr. Hugo van 
der Meer, the L.P.S.F. Chairman of Siudent Exchange, 
or possibly through the liaison secretaries. In every 
member country there is an I.P.S.F. liaison secretary 
such as myself, through whom the individual student 
can arrange exchange, whereby in the country of his 
choice he can work in a foreign pharmacy for a period 
of up to six months, but more usually of one month. 
Students may apply for such exchange participation 
in two categories:— 

1. As working students—those willing to work in a 

pharmacy for a period of three to six months, 

2. As observer students—those wishing to observe: 

(a) The work of a pharmacy during a short holiday 

of up to one month. 

(b) The pharmaceutical students’ way of life in an- 

other country

Students should state the countries they prefer to 
visit, the time they wish to make the exchange, lan- 
guages they speak and the exchange category they 
would prefer. Application forms would then be sent 
to the student requesting the exchange and some indi- 
cation of the opening available be given. 


I.P.S.F. Objectives 

The preceding are a few of the better-known activi- 
ties of the LP.S.F., but for what was the Federation 
actually created? When was it formed and what does 
it hope to do? Most of the answers can be located in 
the LP.S.F. Constitution, but let’s go over a few points 
here. 

The LP.S.F. was established on August 25, 1949, when, 
upon the proposal of the British Pharmaceutical Stu- 
dents’ Association, 24 students from eight countries 
gathered in London with the idea of creating an organi 
sation which would unite existing pharmaceutical 
groups and assist in creating other national student 
bodies where such did not already exist. The LP.S.F., 
then, was created primarily by pharmacy students who 
could see the benefits of a unifying association. Their 
organising was fostered by the Federation Interna- 
tionale Pharmaceutique, and since then this parent or- 
aan has constantly supported the work of 
LP.S.F. 


In 1949 the LP.S.F. set as its basic objective the study 
and promotion of interests of pharmaceutical students 
and the encouragement of international co-operation 
amongst students. To do this it proposed to hold annual 
meetings of pharmaceutical students, to promote a 
scheme of student exchange, to study pharmaceutical 
education, and to provide news of its activities and of 
the activities of member societies through the LP.S.F. 
Bulletin. The annual camps, the biennial conferences 
and the student exchange have been described as ways 
by which the Federation pursues its objectives. There 
are other ways, however, in which the goal is being 
realised. For example, of interest to every pharmacy 
student is the comparison of educational standards. 
Often a pharmacy student will wonder how his train- 
ing compares with that of students in other countries. 
How long is their training? How many schools teach 
pharmacy? Where are they located? etc, ete. The 
.P.S.F. therefore undertook a survey of pharmaceutical 
education throughout the world. This work was under- 


taken by the Swedish Students’ Organisation, and an 
excellent and comprehensive report on pharmaceutical 
education generally was produced, this being but an- 
other example of objective pursuit. Not only does the 
project satisfy the desires of LP.S.F., but it also pro- 
vides useful information to pharmacy educators. 


Membership 


The NATIONAL PHARMACEUTICAL STUDENTS’ 
ASSOCIATIONS are eligible for full membership, and 
our own National Union of Pharmaceutical Students of 
Australia is proud to be associated with and to be a 
full member of such an active and comprehensive orga- 
nisation. 

Pharmaceutical firms and other individual societies 
may become associate members if they “wish to pro- 
mote the prosperity of the Federation,” their annual 
contribution being 10/- sterling. 


Overseas Representatives 


N.U.P.S.A. has this year been represented in several 
countries, especially Great Britain, New Zealand and 
South Africa—and cordial relationships have been es- 
tablished in others mainly by correspondence, as in the 
U.S.A. 

For the hard work and time spent by these overseas 
representatives, N.U.P.S.A. is extremely grateful, for 
it is only through them that Australia can manage to 
participate in the ambitious and objective plans of 
LP.S.F. 

As special commissioner of LP.S.F. for Australasia 
and the South Pacific, I am acting merely as one of 
the small cogs in this vast organisation. I would like 
to express my personal thanks to all those who have 
been in the past, are at the present, and will be in the 
future helping me with the work which my position 
entails.

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PHARMACIES AND POPULATION 


We discern an irregular trend in the last half century 
toward proportionately fewer pharmacies. In 1899 the 
estimate was 1957 persons per pharmacy; in 1950 it 
was 2750 persons per pharmacy; in 1955 it was 3200. 
The average American pharmacy today thus has about 
as many potential patrons as the British chemist’s shop. 
I need not remind you that in most of the Continental 
countries there are two or three times as many patrons 
for each pharmacy. To put it more generally, America 
followed the British way of thought in holding that a 
pharmacist may open a pharmacy whenever and wher- 
ever he chooses. That liberty never has been seriously 
challenged, nor will it be soon. 


At least as many pharmacists are owners or partners 
in an establishment as are employed in pharmacies 
Some non-pharmacists own pharmacies; and it has 
proved difficult to limit their right to do so under the 
constitutions of the individual States. A few depart- 
ment stores and supermarkets operate pharmacies as 
special departments. Multiple-unit organisations own 
about one pharmacy in ten; and their volume per unit 
is two or three times larger than the average inde 
pendent pharmacy. A few physicians own pharmacies, 
particularly as part of a private clinic or group medical 
practice, employing pharmacists to operate their shops 
Their number is slowly growing, and in this trend 
many pharmacists see a significant ethical issue and 
a challenge to their professional independence

PHARMACEUTICAL DEFENCE LIMITED 


Alterations to Articles of Association 


An extraordinary general meeting of members of 
Pharmaceutical Defence Ltd. (P.D.L.) was held at the 
registered office of the Company, “Guild House,” 18-22 
Saint Francis street, Melbourne, on July 18, 1956, unde: 
the chairmanship of Mr. E. W. Braithwaite, Chairman 
of Directors of the Company, and approved a number 
of alterations to the Articles of Association. 

Formal notice of the holding of the meeting had 
been forwarded to all members of the Company, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Companies Act 
of Victoria. 


Summarised, the new provisions and alterations ef- 
fected the following changes:— 


(1) The form of epyiteation for membership, as set 
out in the Articles of Association has been expanded to 
provide that registered pharmaceutical chemists accept 
ing employment as managers, relievers or assistants may 
apply for membership. Some chemists by whom they 
are employed are not themselves members of P.D.L., 
and this will afford the means whereby the employee 
may protect himself through P.D.L. Acceptance or 
rejection of any such application is at all times within 
the discretion of the Directors or Local Boards 


(2) Increase the entrance fee payable on application 
for membership from 2/6 to £1/1/-. 


(3) Increase the annual subscription from 10/- to 
£1/1/-. New members will be charged pro rata for the 
period remaining in the financial year during which 
they join the Company. 

(4) Increase Directors’ fees to £4/4/- per meeting at 
tended (former rate £2/2/-), 


(5) Increase the amount of assistance which may be 
granted to members at the discretion of Local Boards 
from £100 to £500

DEATH OF DR. C. E. EDDY 


His — friends throughout Australia and overseas 
will have Jearned with very great regret of the recent 
sudden death of Dr. C. E. Eddy, Director of Common- 
wealth X-Ray and Radium Laboratory, University of 
Melbourne. 


Dr. Eddy died in Perth on June 28, while on his 
way back to Melbourne from atomic weapons tests at 
Monte Bello. 


He was an outstanding Australian scientist and a 
world figure in the fields of nuclear physics, X-rays and 
radio-active materials. 


Educated at Colac High Schoo] and the University 
of Melbourne, he was for a time science master at Gee- 
long College. 


He returned to the Natural Philosophy Department 
of the University as research physicist under Professor 
Laby, and worked on X-rays and X-ray spectroscopy. 
Later he proceeded to Cambridge on a research fellow- 
ship and worked in the Cavendish Laboratory. On his 
return to Melbourne he was again associated with 
Professor Laby. In 1935 he was appointed Director of 
the Commonwealth X-ray and Rodium Laboratory, 
which position he held with distinction until his death. 


Over a period of twenty years Dr. Eddy worked 
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ceaselessly to extend the activities and reputation of 
this laboratory, and it became known throughout the 
scientific world. 


He travelled widely in connection with the special 
interests and problems of his department. His most 
recent visits abroad were in August, 1955, when he 
attended the United Nations Conference in Geneva on 
the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy as one of five 
official Australian representatives. Then in March, 1956, 
Dr. Eddy was the Australian delegate to the United 
Nations Scientific Committee on Effects of Atomic 
Radiation, which met in New York. Here his world- 
wide distinction in the special field of radiation physics 
was recognised by his election as Chairman of this 
Committee, After this conference he travelled to Geneva

to attend a meeting of the International Commission 
on Radiological Protection. 


In 1949 Dr. Eddy delivered the Presidential Address, 
Section A (Physics), A.N.Z.A.A.S,. Hobart meeting, his 
subject being “The Place of Physics in Medicine.” 


At the Sydney meeting A.N.Z.A.A.S., 1952, he con 
tributed a paper “Some Uses of Radio-Isotopes in Medi 
cine” to Section O (Pharmaceutical Science). On several 
occasions he assisted the Pharmacy Board on matters 
where his special knowledge wag of great value. 


He gave an address at the College of Pharmacy, Mel 
bourne, on “Physics for Medical and Pharmaceutical 
Students.” 


With all his eminence in the scientific world Cecil 
Eddy was a very companionable man, excellent com 
pany, a very loyal friend, readily accessible, and always 
willing to place his knowledge at the disposal of others 


He made a considerable and very personal contribu 
tion to Australian physics, he did much to promote 
mutual understanding between physics and medicine 
He will be greatly missed by a wide circle of friends 
and colleagues.—A.T.S.S.

so necessary for sound administration. 


General Business 

Business generally remains buoyant, with chemi 
holding their own in the business community Thi 
occurs in spite of the great number of new shops opene 
Three times as many new chemists’ shops have opened 
in the last two years than had opened in any pre u 
two years, The Pharmacy Amendment Act 1954 wa 
meant to keep the balance of business in pharn 
with actual chemists, carrying on a little more freely 
the work done by the revoked Pharmacy Plan Industria! 
Committee. While this new Act does hold a certain 
restraining influence, it has been far from the ideal 
hoped for it, Under its jurisdiction the N.Z. subsidiary 
of the English “Boots” chain has been able to win it 
way through the Supreme Court to establish a branch 
in Christchurch. A “person” may establish a chemist’ 
shop without the consent of the Pharmacy Autho 
and many “persons” have availed themselves of t 
freedom in the Act that chemists’ associations in ‘ 
country have fought bitterly 


Prescriptions 
Following a great setback in the volume of dispensing 


of antibiotics last year, due to the scare caused by death 
of babies from resistant “staph:” strains, prescription 
volume and value has crept back to its previous hig! 


level. Ten and three-quarter million prescriptions wer: 
dispensed during the year ending March 31 last, at a 
cost of over £4,000,000. This places the value per pre 
scription at over 7/-. This has been viewed as a high 
price, but when placed beside the country’s production 
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rates, its increase in population, and the general infla- 
tionary trend, it is equitable. The real difficulty in social 

curity costs is in hospital expenditure. It seems that 
the restricting of pharmaceutical benefits to a fortnight’s 
supply, and the antibiotics to sixteen doses has had a 
restraining influence on prescribing. We look forward, 
too, to a positive drug tariff which may help chemists 
to keep track of the enormous increase in new drugs 
and patented products which have tended to get into 
the schedules too poorly heralded or explained.

“Devils, Drugs and Doctors” 
(Extract from “The Medical Journal of Australia,” 
July 14, 1956) 
By Sir Lionel Whitby, C.V.O., M.C., M.A., M.D.,

If we pass now to the eighteenth century, we know 
that at that time the nation was drunken and illiterate, 
but it was characterised by a wave .of philanthropy 
showing a foresight far in advance of the squalor of 
the times It was in this century that many of our 
great voluntary hospitals were founded: Guy’s Hospi- 
tal, Saint Thomas’ Hospital, the London Hospital, the 
Middlesex Hospital in London, and even Addenbrookes 
Hospital, in my own University city of Cambridge

HEALTH CENTRE PRACTICE 


Doctors’ Reluctance to Take Part 

In a letter to the London Executive Council con- 
cerning the future provision of comprehensive health 
centres, the London County Council comments on the 
practical difficulties in securing the vital co-operation 
of the doctors immediately affected when a specific 
project for a comprehensive health centre comes to be 
considered, The proposal for one in the Chrisp street 
area of Poplar, for instance, has failed to make progress 
in view of the doctors’ reluctance to participate, for 
reasons which the Local Medical Committee give as 
follows 

(a) In spite of recommendations by various bodies 
there is no protection for the practice of any doctor 
who goes into a health centre, i.e., if he closes his 
surgery another doctor may set up in practice nearby: 
therefore it would probably be necessary for the doctor 
who went into the health centre also to maintain his 
existing surgery and have two lots of expenses instead 
of one 

(b) The doctors consider that when a health centre 
is put up it should be one of the first buildings on 
a new estate so that the incoming residents would be 
able to find their new general practitioner at the health 
centre if they wished. Actually, in Poplar the health 
centre would be one of the last buildings to be com- 
pleted 

(c) Experience of Woodberry Down does not seem 
as yet to have had any stimulating effects on other 
general practitioners to embark on health centre 
practice

STORAGE OF POISONS 


(Extract from the Regulations) 

Any person who keeps, in any premises, for retail 
sale any poison included in the first part of Schedule 
One of the Poisons Lists shall keep the poison accord 
ing to one or other of the following methods— 

(a) In a bottle or vessel tied, over-capped, locked o1 
otherwise secured in a manner different from that in 
which bottles containing ordinary non-poisonous articles 
are secured in the same premises; or 

(b) In a bottle or vessel rendered distinguishable by 
touch from the bottles or vessels in which ordinary non 
poisonous articles are kept in the same premises; or 

(c) In a bottle, vessel, box or container kept in a room 
or cupboard set apart exclusively for dangerous articles; 
or 

(d) In a part of the premises which is partitioned off 
or otherwise separated from the remainder of the pre 
mises and to which customers are not permitted to have 
access.

AMENDING POISONS BILL 


The Minister for Health, Mr. Sheahan, moved 
second reading of an Amending Poisons Bil! in 
Legislative Assembly on July 3. He explained t! 
this was a short measure only and designed to rem 
or lessen some controls of the Poisons Act 
adversely affected companies engaged in the wholesal 
trade, The measure would not, however, destroy the 
effect of the Act in regard to precautions intended t 
guard the general public against the dangers of poison 
and poisonous substances 

The Minister explained that the present Act provided 
that containers must be labelled with, among othe: 
things, the name and address of the selle: Trade 
associations whose members included the most reputabl 
drug firms in Sydney had pointed out to his Department 
that difficulties arise with importers of poisons and in 
the intermediate sale of poisons on a wholesale bas: 
because each transaction necessitates the labelling of 
the container with the name and address of each seller 
It was not considered that the police would be hampered 
in any investigation by limiting the displaying of the 
name and address of the seller to retail sales only a 
was provided in the Bill. 

Regulation (c) of Clause 2 of the Bill removed two 
existing requirements in the present Act which made 
special provision in relation to sales in the ordinary 
course of wholesale dealing if an order in writing 
signed by the purchaser was given. Inquiries had been 
made showing that this provision for a signed order 
had a most hampering effect on wholesale traders and 
also on retail chemists who wished to obtain urgent 
supplies of poisons. The Minister said officers of hi 
Department had visited some of the larger wholesale 
premises and had reported to him that an astounding 
volume of ordering both of poisons and other pharma 
ceuticals was done by telephone. 

In addition to the requirement for a signed orde: 
the present Act requires that the wholesale dealer 
keep a separate record of the sale of all poisons in 
the first part of Schedule 1. Personal investigation 
by Departmental officers revealed that the accounting 
systems applied in the normal course of wholesal 
dealing provided an adequate record of sales of poison 

The four proposals contained in this Bill can be 
summarised as follows: Clause 2 (a) corrects an error 
made in the original Act in referring to the numbe! 
of a section thereof. Clause 2 (b) provides that th: 
name and address of the seller of a poison need only 
be shown on the label when a retail sale is concerned 
Clause 2 (c) (i) does away with the need for a signed 
order when wholesale purchases are made, Clause 2 
(c) Gi) removes the necessity for wholesale dealers to 
keep a separate record of the sale of certain poison

Parliament 


The Toast Master, Mr. A. F. Winterton, then called on 
Mr. Fegent to propose the toast to Parliament. 

Mr. Fegent said it was a privilege to propose this 
toast. He was pleased to see present the Minister for 
Health, Mr. W. F. Sheahan, who had made a special 
effort to attend. The year 1956 was the centenary of 
the Government in this State. Many countries had en- 
deavoured to medel their Government along the lines 
of the Commonwealth of British Nations, but they had 
not gone as far as Great Britain or Australia, where 
there was freedom of elections and one had no fear 
when going to the ballet box of repercussions 

Addressing Mr. Sheahan, Mr. Fegent said: “I bid you 
a very hearty welcome. We regarded your predecessor, 
Mr. M. O'Sullivan, as a friend as well as a Minister of 
the Crown. We were able to go to him to discuss our 
problems. We offer you the congratulations of the Phar 
maceutical Society of New South Wales on your appoint- 
merit as Minister for Health. 

Replying, the Minister said: “I feel like a gate- 
crasher tonight. When I found I could be present I was 
delighted. To be able for one night to take a medicinal 
which had not been dispensed and to be able to carry 
on without a poker or a slot machine, 

“Parliament is your creation. You have to take full 
responsibility for it. You have at least to have the 
opportunity of dispensing with our services. I don’t 
know why the Premier appointed me Minister for 
Health. Perhaps it was because I can take my medicine. 
I have certainly taken it from the Press. I have a 
brother-in-law and two cousins in pharmacy and I know 
of your high standing with our department. I trust 
that the President of the B.M.A. has come here tonight 
without any appendices before or after his name. I am 
glad to meet the organisations charged with health 
maintenance. I am not the monster the newspapers 
say. Youcan approach me and I will listen with patience. 
I can accede to your requests if they are logical and in 
the interest of the public. 

“I wish your Society every success in the future 
and I thank you for the privilege of attending this 
evening to partake of the grace and charm of your 
hospitality.” 


Pharmaceutical Society of N.S.W. 


The Toast Master then called on Mr. H. D. B. Cox 
to propose the toast to the Pharmaceutical Society of 
New South Wales 

Mr. Cox said that one privilege of age was the non- 
acceptance of invitations. He was prone to shirk dinners, 
but he could not allow the Society’s dinner to pass, par- 
ticularly as both he and the Society were 81 years old. 
Any organisation that could attain four score years 
must have something vital in its constitution. Organ- 
isations like the Society which merited it could live 
forever. The Pharmaceutical Society of today was much 
more vigorous than 60 years ago. One might expect its 
Councillors to be “grave and reverend seigneurs,” but 
there were quite young pharmacists here tonight. Orig- 
inally the Pharmaceutical Society conducted examina- 
tions and had a college of pharmacy. It had the phar- 
macy journal of N.S.W . 

“In those days,” said Mr. Cox, “I was a breaker of 
ikons and had many a slash at the Council, which did 
not increase my popularity.

It had no connection with the mere 
making of money. Its ethical outlook predominated 
Long may it continue so.

Responding, Mr. B. G. Fegent, President, said on 
behalf of the Society: “I thank you for the toast.

In 5000 B.C., in Babylon, the phy 
sician of that time consulted the magician in diagnos- 
ing ills beyond him, and this analogy held fairly well 
today. The medical man in general practice consulted 
the pharmacist for assistance in the prescribing of 
modern aids available to him. There was a change in 
outlook during the last decade with the advance in 
medication. It was difficult for the general practitioner 
to cope adequately with this problem. There was a 
greater demand on the doctor’s time and more and more

“sinews of virtue.” One object of the Pathological 
Society of Great Britain is to promote intercourse be- 
tween pathologists. I can quite understand from Hesiod, 
“Be friends with the friendly, and visit him who visits 
you.” Why shouldn’t the doctors and the chemists be 
friendly? 

The Toast Master then called on Mr. Grainger, of the 
Dental Association. Mr. Grainger said he was interested 
in the quotation, “Discretion of speech is more than 
eloquence.” With the Minister present, also the Regis- 
trar, it was very necessary to be discreet in speech. 
Mr. Grainger said he was pleased to hear Mr. Cox's 
remarks. 

Professor Thorp referred to the activities of Dr. S. E. 
Wright abroad, and mentioned that during his (Profes- 
sor Thorp’s) seven years in Australia, he had missed 
only one Society dinner. 

Miss Sweeney said the dinner was one occasion at 
which the various representatives could get together 
on the social level. 

Mr. Hall said that on behalf of the President he con- 
veyed thanks to the Toast Master, Mr. Winterton, for 
the adept performance of his arduous duties. 

Mr. Sheahan said thanks were due to the President 
for presiding over the gathering. A toast was drunk to 
the President. 

Mr. Fegent: “Thank you very much.”

MEETING OF ALBURY PHARMACISTS’ 
ASSOCIATION 

Members of the Albury Pharmacists’ Association met 
in the Sun Lounge of the Albion Hotel, Albury, on 
July 1, at 10.30 a.m. 

There were present: Messrs. F. Willson White, Pre- 
sident; D. H. Nicholson, Secretary; J. D. Kenna, B.

Opening the meeting, Mr. F. Willson White said it 
was a pleasure to introduce Mr. Les Smith, Mr. Brian 
Fegent and Mr. Alan Conolly, and to welcome them to 
the meeting. These gentlemen were stoics to travel 
the long distance to Albury and back, to attend a meet- 
ing in the dead of winter. It showed the importance 
with which they regarded the meeting. If it had not 
been for the Guild, pharmacists would not be enjoying 
such prosperity. Without the pricing system matters 
would be chaotic. The merchandising drives stimulated 
sales and representations at Canberra had secured suit- 
able terms for dispensing of P.B. items. The Guild must 
be logically supported in all its movements. 

Mr. Willson White asked those present to keep to the 
point when discussing matters. (Applause.) 


Mr. L. W. Smith: “I will open up proceedings by 
telling you about the Poisons Regulations which come 
into force today 

He asked: “Can you recall a Monday about five years 
ago, when the Free Medicine Scheme was launched?” 
From then on a new face appeared o'er Pharmacy. The 
first regulations under the Poisons Act were found full 
of anomalies. Thallium murders had been taking place 
and the Government was stampeded by the press into 
hasty proclamation of regulations. 

Those who were lily-white had nothing to fear. To 
assist Guild Members the State Branch Committee had 
in preparation a very valuable book, ‘The Guide to the 
Poisons Schedules.’ It contained every known line 
which comes under the Poisons law or the D.D. laws. 
It should be available in from three to four weeks. 
It was prepared by Mr. R. M. Dash, of Strathfield, 
helped by Dr. S. E. Wright.” 

Mr. Smith then referred matters to Mr. Fegent, who 
said, ‘Mr. Smith has put the position in a nutshell, The 
policing was going to be severe. One or two points 
in the regulations. In the Act it was necessary to have 
a signed order in at the wholesale house for supply 
of a poison, but that had been altered by an amendment 
made about fourteen days ago 

“Regarding storage of poisons, the dispensary was 
now permitted as the place to store poisons,” 

Mr. Nicholson enquired whether Cnloromycetin for 
foot rot in sheep could be repacked and sold for that 


r. Fegent: ‘No, it must be sold in original containers 
only.” 

Mr. Conolly suggested a statement should be pub- 
lished in the press ard also broadcast over the local 
station, drawing attention to the fact that certain drugs 
were now available upon prescription only, Agreed, 

Mr, Fegent said that Regulation 20 now provided for 
special labelling. All drugs under the limit bringing 
tnem within the D.D. laws had been brought under 
control under the Poisons Act, in effect, making them 
Chemist-Only, 

Mr. Fegent then referred to the various labelling re- 
quirements in the regulations 

Part 3 of Schedule 1 contained the cautionary drugs; 
all the antihistamines could be sold when labelled in 
accordance with the regulations Bromvaletone and 
Cabromal were under the heading of Cautionary Drugs. 

It was suggested that details of the respective labels 
required might be made available in order that printers 
could commence work on them. 

Mr. Fegent pointed out that a person could not sign 
the poisons book unless he was known to the pharmacist 
or unless he had someone with him to vouch for his 
identity 

Mr. Felton: “Are the new inspectors pharmacists?” 

Mr. Smith: “No.” 

Mr. Nicholson: “How can you balance the D.D. book 
with a certain brand; for example, broken tablets are 
very frequent. Can you throw them out?” 

Mr. Fegent: “Put them in a box with the label on 
and keep them in the D.D. cupboard.” 

Mr. Fegent expressed his great pleasure at being able 
to visit Albury for a meeting. He was delighted to see 
the visible signs of progress in the city. The Society 
conducted several things in the city which country men 
could not get to, e.g., the Post-Graduate Lectures. This 
year they dealt with Elementary Physiology and lec- 
ture notes would be available 

Mr. Fegent then distributed lecture notes of the lec- 
tures given in the previous year. A limited number was 
available from last year 

First-year apprentice lectures were conducted in the 
city, but copies of the lectures ‘could be obtained from 
the Society's office 

Library.—A list of books was available from the 
library. It was decided to send a list to Mr. Nicholson. 

Dental Association—The dentists had asked the 
Society to meet them to discuss the Poisons Act and 
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Regulations. They were not happy about the Poisons 
List. 

Regarding pharmaceutical education, unfortunately 
this was no further advanced and accommodation was 
packed to the limit. There would be 350 in Materia 
Medica next year. 

At this point the meeting adjourned for lunch. 

Upon resumption, Mr. Smith said the hearing of the 
chemists’ award finished on June 29, and there was no 
doubt that wages would rise considerably, with a pen- 
alty rate for Saturday morning work, dress allowance 
and an allowance for laundry. The judgment would 
probably be made in August and new dispensing fees 
fees must then be introduced due to the increase in 
wages. They strove to get the proportion clause in 
the award altered, and submitted a claim for one junio: 
to one senior. Country witnesses were brought down 
and gave evidence. He personally conducted the Judge 
through Woolworths to show him the severe competi- 
tion we met, Bonnington’s, Vincent’s, Wood’s, etc. Ou: 
case was made as strong as possible. He invited ques- 
tions on the award or the P.P. List.

IMPORTANT MEETING AT NEWCASTLE 


Members of the Newcastle and Hunter Valley Phar 
macists’ Association met at Newcastle on June 20, to 
hear a discussion on the control of poisons under the 
new Regulations which came into force on July 1, 1956 

The Chairman, Mr. N. A. Lewis, declared the meeting 
open and apologised for the lack of seating accommo- 
dation, as very many were standing. He introduced Mr 
L. W. Smith, State President, and also the Secretary, 
Mr. A. E. Conolly, (Applause.) 

“These two men are our good friends,” said Mr. Lewis, 
“they are always prepared to come up and give us any 
assistance possible. Mr. Smith will tell you of the new 
Poisons Regulations and he will deal with other items 
of interest.” 

Mr. Smith said, “Whilst the prime import of the 
meeting is to deal with the new Poisons Legislation, I 
would like the opportunity to present some new facets 
relating to P.B. and P.M.S. dispensing. I desire to refer 
to the Weir Judgment and also to the new ethical list 
just issued 


Poisons Legislation 

The Poisons Regulations were brought in some years 
ago rather hurriedly. At that time there was a numbe: 
of thallium poisonings and the press was screaming fo! 
action. We received a monstrosity in the N.S.W. Poisons 
Act and Regulations. They needed considerable altera 
tion 

The Guild protested against the requirement for a 
written order to be in the wholesalers’ hands before a 
poison could be despatched. Due to the Guild’s nego 
tiations the Poisons Act had now been amended, re 
moving the requirement for the written order. This 
would greatly benefit the country pharmacist and also 
the city member 

On July 1, the new Poisons Regulations would come 
into force. The Guild engaged Mr. R. M. Dash and Dr 
S. E. Wright to compile a book called “The Guide to the 
Poisoris Schedules.” The galley proofs had been checked 
by Mr. Dash and the book would shortly be available 
for issue. There would be 120 pages, together with 
120 blanks 
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The State Branch Committee would service the book 
with alterations published in the Guild Service Bulletin. 
Afterwards alterations and additions would be printed 
in 10 point type for easy reading. The first preliminary 
notice concerning the guide would appear in the Guild 
Service Bulletin soon. 

Mr. Smith then handed round the galley proofs of the 
“Guide to the Poisons Schedules.” 

Mr. Conolly demonstrated the manner in which drugs, 
chemicals and preparations were listed in alphabetical 
order for ready reference. 


Questions 

Mr. Hickinbotham asked if a summary could be pub- 
lished in the press for the information of the public. 
Some restricted drugs were demanded by the public, 
which did not know that a doctor’s prescription was 
necessary. 

Mr. Conolly said that penicillin, sulpha drugs, cer- 
tain slimming drugs, also sex hormones were demanded 
by the public over the counter. They were not always 
refused supplies. 

It was decided to hand a statement to the press con- 
cerning this point. 

It was stated that a prescription was necessary for 
the supply of Dexedrine. 

Mr. Dennis Scott enquired if the new Poisons Regu- 
lations would apply to the next final examination, 

Mr. Smith, “Yes.” (Voices — oh! oh!) 

Mr. Smith said it would not be correct to dispense 
overseas scripts for ACTH or Penicillin. 

Mr. Neville Lewis enquired whether Ticarda Tablets 
were D.D.’s and if so, why. 

This matter to be investigated. 

(Later: Ticarda tabs are D.D.’s.) 


Judgment in Brown v. Weir 

Mr. Smith referred to this judgment, which estab- 
lished that a pharmacy must be supervised by a regis- 
tered pharmacist at all times. The Judge’s remarks in 
Hall’s appeal showed that P.B. dispensing must be 
supervised at all times. The State Branch Committee 
would be publishing a warning to members in the Guild 
Service Bulletin concerning P.B. and P.M.S. dispensing. 


Household Packed Drugs 
Mr. Lewis said there were many variations in price 
and enquired whether it would be possible to get the 
manufacturers to adopt uniform prices. 
Mr. Smith said the Committee had been over it many 
times; it was not possible to do this 


Steradent Large Size 
Mr. Scott said that Steradent Large Size was no 
longer in the tin. People said. “It is not as convenient 
as when it was in the tin.” Enquiries to be made from 
Reckitt & Colman. 


Zone Meeting at Newcastle

COUPONS AND FREE GIFTS OPPOSED 

A deputation representative of the Victorian Federa- 
tion of Retailers’ Associations waited on the Acting 
Premier, the Hon. A. G. Rylah, on June 14 with a re- 
quest that legislation be introduced for the elimination 
of coupons and free gifts. It was stated that legisla- 
tion on this subject was operative in Queensland, South 
Australia and Western Australia. This was “a priori” 
evidence that the need for restraint existed. 

It was stated that the deplorable conditions in the 
late 1930’s had forced the Victorian Government to 
consider retailers’ objections to coupons and free gifts, 
and it was believed that legislation would have been 
enacted but for the outbreak of war 

Convincing arguments in support of the case were 

ut forward, and the Government was urged to take 
immediate steps to bring Victoria into line with other 
States. 

In reply, Mr. Rylah said that the matter would be 
discussed with the Premier on his return from his 
overseas trip. He congratulated the members of the 
deputation on the excellent manner in which they had 
presented the case.

ACT TO PROHIBIT UNAUTHORISED GROWING OF 
OPIUM POPPIES 

The Bill to prohibit the unauthorised growing of 
opium poppies passed through all of the remaining 
stages in the Legislative Assembly on May 30, 1956, 
and is now law 

During the debate on the measure Mr. Doube said 
that the Bill had been introduced at the request of 
the World Health Organisation, but there was no local 
problem. It was somewhat in the nature of using a 
steam hammer to crack a nut. 

Reports of the Chief Commissioner of Police showed 
that last year only eight cases of illegal possession 
of drugs were dealt with. He considered that an 
amendment of the Health Act was not necessary, as 
the Poisons Act fully covered the position. It appeared 
to him that it would have been wiser to amend the 
Poisons Act by inserting another definition 

The Bill gave the Governor in Council power to 
proclaim certain other plants from which Dangerous 
Drugs might be obtained, and one could not take 
exception to that provision. 

Mr. Mitchell (Benambra) said the growth of the 
poppy was only the first stage in the fabrication 
of heroin. 

His final criticism of the Bill was that the fines were 
not heavy enough He thought portion of the fines 
should be diverted to a fund from which to pay reward 
to people furnishing information. 

Mr. Scully (Richmond) expressed the opinion that 
prevention was better than cure and that would be 
the effect of the Bill. He thought it unlikely that any 
application would be made for permits, and in support 
ing this view quoted the following extract from th« 
book: “The Traffic in Narcotics”:— 

“The Commissioner sought and obtained the enact 
ment of special legislation—the Opium Poppy Control 
Act of 1942--which prohibited the growth of the opium 
poppy in the United States except under a specia) 
icence issuable only upon a demonstrated need for 
domestic production of the opium poppy to supply 
opium derivatives for medical and scientific uses. No 
such need has arisen, nor is it likely under modern 
developments that such need would ever arise, and no 
licences have been issued.” 


OPERATION GRATITUDE 


Through “Operation Gratitude” the public of Victoria 
is being asked to contribute £250,000 to erect and main- 
tain hommes where aged returned war 
nurses and servicemen can be housed and cared for. 

“Operation Gratitude” is the creation of the R.S.L, 
and is designed to meet a situation which has become 
urgent only in the past few years. 

This situation has shown itself in the rapid ageing 
of ex-servicemen who, until a few years ago, appeared 
to have escaped lightly from the perils and strains they 
suffered during the 1914-1918 War. 

The R.S.L. has taken on itself, with public help, the 
responsibility for providing homes for these men and 
women veterans. 

R.S.L. sub-branches throughout Victoria, following 
the decision of their annual conference, have agreed to 
“underwrite” a full half of the money needed—£125,000 
—which will be raised by their own efforts. 

The public is being asked, out of its sense of grati- 
tude to the service rendered by the veterans of all 
wars in which Australians have taken part, to find the 
other half. 

“Victoria is notably generous to all charitable causes, 
big and small,” said the Lord Mayor of Melbourne, Cr. 
Sir Frank Selleck. 

“We are confident, therefore, that in this case the 
money will be raised quickly. 

“There has been no appeal in the post-war years with 
the same personal call that ‘Operation Gratitude’ will 
make to all of us.” 

Initially it will be the “Old Diggers” and the “Flor- 
ence Nightingales” of the First World War who will 
benefit from the setting up of the planned institutions. 

The homes to be created, however, continue—to give 
their quiet comfort and kindly care to the younger 
generations of servicemen and servicewomen who left 
Australia to fight our battles and who continue to pay 
for that sacrifice. 

“Almost overnight some of these men and women, 
now in their late fifties or early sixties, have aged from 
ten to twenty years,” said the State Secretary of the 
R.S.L., Mr. C. W. Joyce. 

“The intense strains and the appalling conditions 
under which they served have suddenly caught up 
with them, leaving them old men and women, helpless 
and frequently alone.” 

Principal feature of the work for children to be spon- 
sored by funds raised in this appeal will be the creation 
and equipment of youth clubs at various R.S.L. centres, 
to be operated with police support. 

This is the R.S.L. contribution to the delinquency 
problem. It is felt by the organisers that some of this 
problem has its origins in the war years. 

Deprived of fatherly guidance during the formative 
years of young childhood—some bereft of a father killed 
in action, or incapacitated mentally or physically— 
some of today’s teenagers grew up in an atmosphere 
lacking in discipline and parental care. 

“We want, as far as is possible, to give some help 
and guidance to this section of youth; to train them 
in the good citizenship so exemplified in the sacrifice 
of their fathers,” said Mr. Joyce. 

Apart from this club work, with its gymnasiums, 
port encouragement and amusement facilities, the 
R.S.L. plans to establish holiday camps for both city 
and country children, and to extend its preventive 
health and career guidance work among children.

The 
guide number is the produce of f. number and flash 
distance in feet for any one combination of bulb and 
film. 

To find correct aperture divide the guide number by 
the flash distance, e.g., a No. 5 flash bulb used with a 
film of 29° Sch. may have a guide number of 160. If 
we want to take a flash photograph with the flash 10 
feet away from the subject, the aperture is 160 divided 
by 10 = £16. 

Note that shutter speed hasn't entered into the cal- 
culation so far—if you used a speed synchronised for 
high shutter speeds—new set of guide numbers for each 
speed—stick to one material—bulb and film easily mem 
orise guide number. 

Flash and Speed 

If your shutter has a built-in flash contact, you can 
take snapshots with flash as long as the shutter speed 
is not faster than 1/25 second, because most flash bulbs 
take 1/50 second (20 milliseconds) to reach their full 
brilliance (current filament primer wire). The flash 
lasts another 1/50 second (20 ms)—so shutter set to 1/25 
(40 ms.). It stays open just long enough for the flash 
to capture the picture. Faster shutter speeds miss the 
flash.

lung, and the infant may die of a lipoid pneumonia. 
There is no special treatment for the latter—it may be 
fatal. 


Paraffin oil causes a coating effect on the mucosa 
of the bowel, thereby preventing fat soluble vitamins 
from being absorbed. For this reason paraffin-Agar 
preparations are less dangerous. 


Artificial Foods 

The basis of infant feeding is largely of Protein. 
Human milk contains 1.4% protein. Proteins break 
down into their constituent amino-acids, each.of which 
is required in varying amounts, and are utilised by the 
body as “building biocks of the tissue and for tissue 
repair.” 

An infant can be given a liberal amount of protein 
(without fear of dyspepsia), plus the necessary acces- 
sory food factors. 

Different races vary their amount of protein intake. 
Amongst the African peoples, a diet consisting mainly 
of meat, milk and blood of cattle results in an extremely 
warlike, tall and muscular race. Other races feeding 
almost entirely on vegetables are smaller in stature 
and more peaceful—they are found to be more prone 
to infection and anaemia. If one wishes to get the 
specific dynamic action of protein, a protein breakfast 
is desirable, i.e, an egg or chop. Carbohydrates such 
as cereals give warmth immediately, but the effect is 
not lasiing. Give proteins in a sterile and palatable 
form to infants: 14-2 gms. of protein per lb./day is the 
general requirement, but some may take less and 
others more. 


Protein Requirements 
Protein may be given as milk in fresh or dry form 
or as evaporated milk: 14-2 gms. per |lb./day, equiva- 
lent to 2 teaspoons of Lactogen or 3 of Glaxo No. 2. One 
ounce cow’s milk = 20 calories. 


Carbohydrate is given generally in the proportion of 
1/10th oz. per lb., 1.e., approximately 2 tablespoons per 
10 oz. of feeding. 

Use varying sugars according to condition of infant. 
For example, lactose contains Galactose, one of the 
essential building blocks of nervous tissue. Often a 
sweetened milk given as a complementary feeding will 
put the baby off breast milk, as babies like the sweet 
taste. Infants require 50 calories/ib. body weight. Lac- 
tose provides approximately 10 calories per teaspoonful. 


Fluid Requirements.—Water 14-2 fluid oz. per Ib. 


Fat in large quantities is one of the most useless in- 
— nts in this country and is difficult to digest. Don’t 
eed with high fat content. Generally give above 3% 
of body weight. If an infant is artificially fed, it is 
necessary to give extra vitamins. 


Dr. Turner then exemplified the food requirements of 
a 10 Ib. infant, two months old:— 


Theoretical Calorie Requirement = 500 (i.e, 10 x 50 
cals./lb.). This may be supplied as follows: 


(14 gms. protein x 10) = 15 ounces cow’s milk, 
equivalent to 300 calories. 200 calories remain; these 
are supplied by the addition of carbohydrate, ie., 20 
teaspoons of lactose or 5 tablespoons of lactose. 


Fluid Requirements: 2 ounces per lb., i.e., up to 20 
ounces wih water. Sometimes more liquid may be 
used; for example, if baby is feverish, then more fluid 
is given. 


The above is the basis of all infant feeding in Vic- 
toria, but naturally it varies with the individual baby. 


Most sick infants can’t digest cow’s milk, dried milk 
or even modified cow’s milk. They may need to have 
the food watered down or be given predigested food, 
e.g., Benger’s Food. Add the latter to milk and it 
digests the protein curd in milk. Or they may have 
it broken down with lactic acid, e.g., lactone syrup.

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Maltose sugars have a more laxative effect, so if the 
infant is constipated give maltose in lieu of lactose 
Use average protein and high carbohydrate content for 
babies with low digestive capacity, e.g., sweetened cow’s

Administration of Potassium Citrate 
Dr. Turner warned that potassium given in excess 
can upset electrolyte balance in blood. Potassium ad 
ministration can poison heart muscle and cause heart 
failure 


Administration of Salt 


Intense dehydration may result from excess sodium 
intake. 


Re Demand Feeding 

Dr. Turner also emphasised the need for a mother 
to be placid rather than excitable, and learn to inter 
pret her baby’s cries. Some tend to overfeed babe if 
on demand, and in such a case it would be better on 
a routine feeding schedule. The best advice, Dr. Tur- 
ner intimated, is to feed when the infant seems to re- 
quire it. For the first few days the infant may need 
as many as 12 feeds per day, then later on settle down 
to 5-6 per day. 


If baby seems to be healthy—sleeping well, etc.—then 
the minimum amount he can take is the correct 
amount. Most infants generally like milk. meat, fruit, 
bread and butter. That is a perfectly adequate diet 
They dislike cereals, vegetables and soups. They should 
be encouraged to taste small amounts of all foods 
offered, but large amounts are not necessary. 


The digestive system is a mirror of your emotional 
state. Gastric and duodenal ulcers are produced by 
nervous tension and anxiety state. Ulcerative colitis 
is found in persons who are anxious, frustrated or un- 
happy. This applies to infants in a like manner. If 
an infant is unwilling to eat and is forced to do so, re- 
sult is dyspepsia or indigestion. Digestive juices are 
not secreted and the infant develops colic. 


All artificially fed infants require the addition of 
vitamins, either in natural form, such as orange juice, 
cod-liver oil and vegemite, or, in malnutrition, synthetic 
preparations. 


Artificial “= ; in infants does not always go by 
rule of thumb, and feeding from the instructions on the 
tin is often followed by dyspepsia. The average nor- 
mal baby may be catered for in this way, but there 
are many hundreds of babies st:l] within normal limits 
who are not satisfactorily classified in this category. 
That is why a knowledge of the rudiments of the 
science of infant feeding is essential if one is to advise 
mothers on problems which arise. 


Conclusion 


That Dr. Turner’s talk stimulated great interest was 
clearly indicated by the eager flow of questions which 
followed. Dr. Turner dealt with each adequately and 
patiently, imparting valuable knowledge and sound ad- 
vice on the many queries posed to the pharmacists 
daily. 

Mr. J. Oxley, a member of the Council of the Phar- 
maceutical Society, in expressing thanks on behalf of 
all those present, remarked that the wealth of infor- 
mation conveyed by Dr. Turner would be of great as 
sistance to pharmacists. It was very gratifying that 
Dr. Turner should have devoted her valuable time to 
our group, and a keen interest in her subject was re 
flected both by the volume of questions from the audi 
ence and their hearty round of applause concluding 
this most successful meeting.

Reports by Inspector.—Inspector Ahern attended the 
meeting at 11.20 a.m. and reported as follows:— 


1. A pharmaceutical chemist had been prosecuted 
that morning and fined £10 on each of three charges 
under the Dangerous Drugs and Poisons Regulations, 
with £5/12/6 costs. 

2. Inquiries had been made in a country town con- 
cerning Dangerous Drugs prescriptions issued by a 
medical practitioner It was probable that further 
inquiry would be made by Police Drug Bureau 

3. A visit to a suburban pharmacy revealed that no 
poisons which were displayed for sale were labelled 
with name and address of vendor and that the Dan- 
gerous Drugs Regulations were being infringed in 
several direction 

Reciprocity—Ontario.—-A communication was received 
from Registrar-Treasurer, Ontario College of Pharmacy, 
enclosing draft regulations dealing with termination of 
reciprocal arrangements with other countries and inti- 
mating that these would operate when formally ap- 
proved by the legislature. 


The members of the Board expressed regret that the 
reciprocity with Ontario, which had been in operation 
for many years, should thus be terminated, and sug- 
gested that a letter be sent through official channels 
conveying regret. 

Poisons Schedules Advisory Panel.—The Board con- 
sidered a report of the Meeting of the Poisons Schedules 
Advisory Panel, held on July 2, 1956, and made several 
recommendations in regard to amendment of Poisons 
Schedules and Regulations. 

Inspections.—A report was submitted by the Registrar 
on the new arrangements under which Inspections

_ The text of the half-page announcement to be pub 
lished on behalf of P.D.L. in the next issue of “The 
Pharmacy Student” was read and endorsed. 


To the New South Wales Branch Secretary, drawing 
ettention to the intimation by the Chairman of the 
N.S.W. Local Board, at the conference of P.D.L. Boards 
held on May 23, that there was some likelihood that the 
Floating Indemnity Policy under which additional 
Chemists Indemnity Insurance cover was made avail 
able without charge to members would be discontinued 
in New South Wales. As it was possible that matters 
dealt with in the closing stages of the conference were 
hurried and that an incorrect impression might have 
been gained, the Directors sought an assurance that 
there was no intention in New South Wales of seeking 
to discontinue the Floating Indemnity Policy.—Reply 
received stating that the N.S.W. Chairman's remarks at 
the conference had been correctly reported, and that at 
the last meeting of the N.S.W. Local Board, the question 
of the Floating policy had been raised and discussed, 
and it was resolved that the N.S.W. Floating policy be 
not renewed when it became due for renewal next Sep- 
tember. Summarising the ensuing discussion, the Chair 
man said the position was that if the insurance com- 
pany would continue to insure members generally under 
the Floating policy, it was in the interests of the mem- 
bers that they should be covered for this additional 
amount in New South Wales, as they were in other 
States, and this should be pointed out to the Local 
Board. The Secretary was further instructed on the 
terms of the communication to be sent to the N.S.W. 
Local Board. 


A copy of legal opinion obtained by the N.S.W. Local 
Board on the matter of sales of proprietary lines was 
placed before the Directors, who commented that it 
covered the ground well. 

To the Branch Secretaries, forwarding copies of the 
circulars (a) dealing with higher chemists’ indemnity 
covers now available, and (b) proposed alterations to 
the Articles of Assocfation.

Chemists’ Indemnity Insurance..-Mr. Corne!! said he 
favoured bringing the higher covers now available 
under the notice of members again when the renewal 
notices were sent out in September next, by means of 
a message from the Chairman, to be printed in a dif 
ferent colour and attached to the notices sent to those 
members who held less than £5000 cover. It could be 
something along these lines:— 

“The cover available under your Chemists’ In 
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demnity is £..... Claims for 25000 are not uncommon 

these days. If you had a claim for £5000, could you 

finance the balance yourself?” 

The Chairman said it was significant, and could be 
pointed out also, that every chemist against whom a 
claim had been made had subsequently increased his 
Chemists’ Indemnity cover. Mr. Cornell’s suggestion 
was endorsed. 


Legal Advice.—Matters referred for advice during the 
month dealt with: (a) Removal of a neon sign by direc- 
tion of the landlords—question of their right to do so. 
(b) Examination of draft lease. 


Legal Defence._-At a Coroner’s inquest in a case of 
suicide, a member’s manager was called to give evi- 
dence. A finding of accidental death was recorded. The 
member expressed appreciation that his request to 
P.D.L. for legal representation at the inquest had been 
acceded to. 

Claims.—Several matters were under notice. Two 
claims had been settled during the month, and negotia- 
tions were proceeding on three others. 

Directorate.—The Chairman reported that he had 
written to Mr. C. C. Fewtrell, of Geelong, and Mr. J. W. 
Pollock, of Alexandra, as agreed at the last meeting, 
and both were prepared to accept nomination as Direc- 
tors of the Company. They were very willing and keen 
to give some service and put something back into 
pharmacy. He would like to move from the chair that 
Mr. C, C. Fewtrell and Mr. J. W. Pollock be co-opted 
a8 Directors of the Company.

A draft of the list of matters calling for attention fol- 
lowing the death of a chemist in business was now 
ready for submission to the Solicitor for comment. 


Managers and Relievers.—-Mr. Moore said the altera- 
tion to the Articles passed at the Extraordinary Meet- 
ing permitted the entry of qualified chemists who were 
acting as relievers and wished to hold an indemnity 
policy in their own right. He had been wondering how 
the addresses of the pharmacies where these chemists 
had been employed should be recorded. Would they be 
called upon to notify the P.D.L. office each time they 
changed their position? 

The Chairman said he did not think that would be 
necessary. The reliever should have his home address 
recorded for any notifications. 

Chemists’ Wholesale Departments: Indemnity Covers 
For.—-The Chairman said he had discussed this matter 
with the Melbourne Fire Office Ltd.. When the position 
was settled, he thought a communication should be sent 
by Melbourne Fire Office Ltd. to every chemist, explain- 
ing the circumstances. If a chemist was proprietor of a 
separate company or a member of a separate partner- 
ship engaged in handling a particular line or some 
lines for general sale, a separate indemnity cover, apart 
from the cover on the pharmacy, would probably be 
necessary 

Financial.-In the absence of the Hon. Treasurer 
through illness, Mr. Cossar presented the monthly finan- 
cial statement, which showed a credit balance of 
£1098/16/7. Accounts totalling £289/14/5 were passed 
for payment. 

Articles of Association..-The Secretary was instructed 
to obtain three quotations for 500 copies of the Articles 
of Association.

However, he is the best judge, and in 
view of his so many offices and such intense work for 
official pharmacy, his decision not to stand was prob 
ably a wise one in the interests of his continued good 
health. 

There is probably no more widely known name in 
official pharmacy in Australia than that of Mr. Cot 
terell, who retired as President of the Pharmaceutical 
Association of Australia at the Melbourne Conference 
this year. While he held that position he became wel! 
known for his unbiassed attention to all matters and 
the pleasant manner in which he made his decision 
Tributes were paid to Mr. Cotterell several times dur 
ing the conduct of the Conference, and these drew ap 
plause from all present. 

To farewell Mr. Cotterell, the President of the So- 
ciety (Mr. A. A. Russell) paid tribute to his long term 


of office, and stated that he had been President of the 
Society from 1942-45, Honorary Treasurer for four 
years, and was also Treasurer of the Pharm Board 
of South Australia for six years. To complete the 
whole cover of pharmacy in South Australia, he was 
also President of F.P.S.G.A. for three years. He is 
still a Federal Delegate and also Federal Treasurer of 
the Guild.

ILLEGAL POSSESSION OF INDIAN HEMP 

Catherine Mary Matthews, of The Terrace, Port Pirie, 
was recently found guilty in Adelaide Police Court of 
two breaches of the Customs Act. 

She pleaded not guilty to having, on April 28, had 
without reasonable excuse a quantity of Indian hemp 
in her possession. She also ‘Senled she was on that 
occasion in unlawful possession of the hemp, a pro- 
hibited import. 

In a reserved judgment Mr. Coombe, S.M., found both 
charges proved. He sentenced Matthews to six months’ 
gaol on the first charge and convicted her without 
penalty on the second. 

Mr. Coombe said his impression of Det. K. O’Malley, 
of Port Pirie, who had searched the house occupied by 
Matthews, her 17-year-old daughter, and a man named 
Arenas at Port Pirie was that of an experienced and 
fair man. Where Matthews’ evidence clashed with that 
given by the police, he would accept that of the police. 
Both mother and daughter were evasive; he was con- 
vinced they had a guilty knowledge of the drug when 
they went to Port Pirie, and that all three were acting 
in concert. 

John Arenas, remanded on a charge of having had 
three packets of Indian hemp in his possession, was 
later convicted and sentenced to twelve months’ gaol 


for having, without reasonable excuse, been in pos- 
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session of three packets of Indian - a prohibited 
import, at College Park on April 28. nder another 
section of the Act, for having been in possession of 
the hemp on the same date, Arenas was convicted 
without penalty. 

The sentence was ordered to begin at the expiration 
of a four-month term which Arenas is at present serv- 
ing for garage-breaking. The defendant admitted the 
two charges 

Mr. C. R. Colquhoun, of the Commonwealth Crown 
Solicitor’s Office, who prosecuted, said that Detective 
White made a rough search of the defendant at College 
Park on April 28 while he was being questioned about 
another matter. White found a packet of the drug in 
Arenas’ possession, and later at the City Watchhouse 
two more packets were found on him. Two more jars, 
both containing Indian hemp, were in a house occupied 
by Mrs. Matthews and her daughter at Port Pirie, the 
defendant told the police 

At first Arenas had stated that he did not know what 
the drug was. After having said it was for eooking, 
he then changed his story on April 30, when he learned 
that Mrs. Matthews’ daughter was involved. Arenas 
then said that the Matthews had told him that it was 
a drug which Mr. Matthews had used on trotting horses 
in India, said Mr. Colquhoun 

Mr. R. B. Crowe, for Arenas, said the defendant had 
told him that he had no knowledge that the substance 
he had obtained from Matthews was marihuana, but 
he knew it was a stimulant. Arenas, knowing the drug 
was a stimulant, had intended to contact racing people 
and see if he could sell it to them for this purpose He 
had not at any time intended the drug to be used for 
human consumption. 

Mr. Coombe said it was a very serious offence, be 
cause even if the defendant had disposed of the mari 
huana to racing people he still had no control over what 
would happen to it eventually.

The Pharmaceutical Society was established in 1885, 
when the State was only 49 years old. 

Soon after, in 1890, the Society requested Parliament 
to introduce a Bill to create a Pharmacy Act. This Act 
was proclaimed in 1891, and subsequent amending Actes 
have been passed. 

The legislative protection so given to the profession 
is one of the best in the Commonwealth. 

The Society took an active part in the formation of 
the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia. This body 
meets periodically as a conference and current pharma. 
ceutical problems and advancements are discussed. 

By arrangement with the Pharmaceutical Societies of 
other States and New Zealand, the South Australian 
body joins in publishing “The Australasian Journal of

In the earlier years, the small number in training 
attended lectures given at the University for students in 
Science, As numbers increased this system developed into 
a specially organised course of instruction, culminating 
in the University of Adelaide establishing, in 1933, a 
Diploma in Pharmacy, the examinations for which are 
held at the same time as those of the Pharmacy Board 
of South Australia for granting their certificate of 
having passed the Standard Examination under the 
Pharmacy Act; which latter certificate enables the 
holder to practise as a registered pharmacist in South 
Australia, and under reciprocal agreements, in al! States 
New Zealand, and in England and Northern Ireland 

After becoming a registered pharmacist, a number of 
jtudents continue their studies under the S.A. Pharma 
ceutical Chiropodists’ Society, which body was a ted 
in establishing itself by the parent Society in 1939 

The Pharmaceutical Society is a most important body 
embracing, as it does, all sections of workers in the 
profession—-master pharmacists, registered assistant 
and student associates. Its objects are sufficiently wide 
to meet changing conditions as they arise.

PHARMACY BOARD Meeting 


The Pharmacy Board of South Australia met 
Grenfell street, Adelaide, on June 13, at 7.55 p.m 

Present...Mr. K. S. Porter (President) in the Chal: 
Messrs. E. F. Lipsham, L. A. Craig, G. L. Burns, B. F 
Mildren, A. E owey, D. C. Hill and the Assistant t 
the Registrar. 

Correspondence..To Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain, acknowledging copies of Poisons Lists, Rules and 
Therapeutic Substances Regulations. Mr. A. E. Bowey 
submitted a detailed report, which was tabled for the 
information of members. He advised that he had already 
taken up the matters covered in the report with Mr 
R. C. McCarthy, of the Department of Health He 
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stressed the following two points as of particular in- 
terest to Board members. 

(1) In two places the term “Dangerous Substance” 
replaced the previous reference to “Poisonous Sub- 
stance,” and 

(2) All bottles containing poisons were now required 
to be ribbed, whereas previously the stipulation was for 
glass bottles only. The objective appeared to be includ- 
ing plastic bottles within the cover. 

Mr. Bowey’s report was received with thanks. 

To the Pharmacy Board of Victoria, acknowledging 
copy of the 1956 Syllabus of the Victorian College of 
Pharmacy. Mr. Bowey reported on the syllabus and his 
report was tabled for the information of members. The 
President expressed the Board’s appreciation for Mr 
Bowey’s report. 

To Factories and Steam Boilers Department, acknow- 
ledging receipt of Annual Report 1954. Mr. Lipsham 
reported that the only item of interest brought forward 
from perusal of the report was that only six pharma- 
ceutical chemists were recorded as having underpaid 
their assistants during the year. Report received with 
thanks 

Copies of Proclamation, Regulations and Poisons 
List, Poisons Act 1952, from the Pharmacy Board of New 
South Wales, and letter to acknowledging. Mr. Bowey 
agreed to peruse the publications and report thereon to 
the next meeting. 

From the Under Secretary, covering proposed amend- 
ments to Regulations under the Dangerous Drugs Act 
1934/55, and asking if the Board desired to make any 
representations. The President explained that he had 
examined the proposed amendments to the regulations 
and that they were an extension to allow the re-issue or 
re-granting of a licence by the Minister after one had 
been previously withdrawn. There was nothing objec- 
tionable in the amendment. It was resolved that the 
Under Secretary be advised that the Board has no objec 
tion to the proposed amendment to the regulations. 

P.A.A. Conference. The President reported briefly 
on the Conference as affecting the Board and it was 
decided to defer detailed discussion until the publication 
of the official minutes in “The Australasian Journal of 
Pharmacy” (June issue) when members would have an 
opportunity of perusing the detail. 

Apprentices in Final Year Completing Period of Inden- 
tures.-A letter was received from the Minister for 
Labour and National Service, acknowledging receipt of 
letter pointing out the disability to some students in 
having indentures extended for National Service Train- 
ing. 

Letters had been forwarded to fourth-year students 
pointing out that registration cannot be effected after 
completion of course until period of apprenticeship had 
expired 

A letter was received from National Union of Phar- 
maceutical Students of Australia, asking that the Board 
consider removal of the reference to premiums from 
the indentures. It was resolved that a reply be for- 
warded to the Union, pointing out that the Board has 
no knowledge of premiums having been paid for many 
years, and asking if any definite cases had come under 
notice, 

A letter was received from a pharmaceutical chemist, 
pointing out that his apprentice had failed in his exam 
inations, and was attending the pharmacy for more 
hours than would normally have been the case in the 
fourth year, because of the timetable for the course 
He asked if it would be possible for his apprentice to 
be absent from the pharmacy for three days, thereby 
keeping his wage to the normal fourth-year rate. It was 
resolved that the chemist be advised that his sugges- 
tion could not be met as the ruling was that an appren- 
tice should not attend the pharmacy on the days of his 
attendance at lectures.

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY Meeting 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of South 
Australia met at 27 Grenfell street, Adelaide, on July 3, 
at 7.45 p.m.

Elections.._A letter was received from Mr. J. U. Max- 
well, the Returning Officer, advising the following re- 
sults of the ballot conducted for Council members fo:

Messrs. Lipsham and Johnson and Miss Walsh were 
duly declared elected for that period. The report added 
that ballot papers were sent to 526 members and 325 
papers (including eight informal) were returned. This 
constituted a 60.3 per cent. effective vote 

The President congratulated those elected, and in par 
ticular Miss Walsh, the new member, whom he wel- 
comed to her place on the Council 

He then declared offices vacant and the Assistant Sec 
retary took the Chair. 

Election of President._Mr. A. A. Russell, being the 
only nominee, was declared elected president for the 
ensuing 12 months. Mr. Russell then returned to the 
Chair and thanked members for the confidence they 
had shown in him by his re-election to that office. 

Election of Vice-President.._Mr. D. F. J. Penhall was 
the only nominee for the position of vice-president 
and was declared duly elected. He also thanked mem- 
bers for the honour which they had bestowed on him 

Election of Honorary Treasurer...Mr. J. D. Duncan 
was the only nominee for the position of honorary 
treasurer and was duly elected. 

Casual Vacancy.—The President pointed out that in 
the past it had been the practice of the Council, by vir- 
tue of the rules, to fill any casual vacancy in its ranks 


Previously the position had been filled after an election 
by the unsuccessful candidate who obtained the highest 
number of votes In this case Mr B. Pickering 
appeared fourth on the voting list. It was resolved that 
Mr. Pickering be contacted and asked if he would be 
prepared to accept the vacant position for the unexpired 
portion of the term, to conclude on June 30, 1957. 

President's Address to Newly-Constituted Council.— 
The President spoke to members generally on tasks 
ahead of the present Council and took the opportunit 
of expressing pleasure at the re-election of Mr. Penhall 
as Vice-President and thanking him for the assistance 
he had given in such capacity during the previous year.

Presentation of Diplomas 


Dr. E. M. Watson: “Normally it would have been my 
privilege and pleasure to have presented to you firstly 
this evening, Mrs. Laura Raiter, our outstanding student 
for 1955. Mrs. Raiter, who is still perhaps best known to 
many of us as Laura Einihovici, qualified in a most im 
pressive way in 1955. In addition to qualifying very 
satisfactorily indeed, she secured the award of the Web 
ster Memorial Gold Medal, which is awarded to the 
student securing highest marks in all the final examina 
tion subjects, provided all marks are over 75 per cent 
In addition, she secured the Council's first prize in mate 
ria medica and pharmaceutics, and she won the Kodak 
prize for W.A., together with the first of the Parke Davis 
prizes awarded to this State.

Mayhew Dispensing Prize 

The President then called on Mr. G. D. T. Allan, 
President of the Pharmaceutical Service Guild (W.A 
Branch), to present the Mayhew Dispensing Prize to 
Mr. H. J, Gunzburg 

Mr. G. D. T. Allan: “Mr. President, Distinguished 
Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen—In the past when I 
have had the pleasure of presenting the Mayhew Dis 
pensing Prize to the fortunate student in his final year 
I have given rather a thumbnail sketch of Mr. Mayhew 
whom we commemorate with this particular annual 
prize. Tonight I would like, with your indulgence, to 
touch upon some of the principles and ethics which, to 
me, Edward Mayhew epitomises. I think it is parti 
cularly relevant to present-day conditions of pharmacy 
which you students are about to enter. It is not the 
‘bed of roses that it might have been in my father’: 
day-—and others (laughter). Things have happened since 
those last hostilities ending in '45, which put a different 
face on our profession. The huge Social Services mach 
ine started moving in the Chifley regime and it is grind 
ing its way on to its full cycle, to what we do not know 
But going forward at all times we find pharmacy for 
better, for worse. We are there whether we like it o 
not. We are there to give a service to the community, 
4 national pharmaceutical benefits service. 

“Now, Mr. Gunzburg, I know you will bear with m« 
before handing you this prize, for mentioning thes: 
things; but I feel that it is an opportunity I haven't 
used in the past and which I would like to use now 

Service with honour, which Edward Mayhew gave to 
pharmacy, is a service which every pharmacist today 
givea to the community. Now to give that service, he 
must preserve his professional integrity. Only recently 
in the Sydney press, the pharmaceutical and medica! 
professions were savagely attacked by unscrupulous re 
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porters, who did not know their facts. These allega- 
tions were immediately refuted by the Pharmaceutical 
Service Guild and by the Director of Health, Dr. Met- 
calf; but it shows you the vulnerable position in which 
we as a profession are placed, and I would say the 
bulwark between ourselves and complete nationalisation 
is, firstly, your professional or business body or Council 
and the Pharmaceutical Guild, and secondly and most 
important, your own professional integrity. Service 
with honour was mentioned recently by the Lord Mayor 
of Melbourne, Sir Frank Selleck, when he addressed 
delegates at the Australian Pharmaceutical Conference, 
and he emphasised it by saying that to maintain your 
ethics you must disdain and throw away the quacks 
and mountebanks of your profession and so protect your 
public.” 

Mr. Allan then presented the Mayhew Dispensing 
Prize to Mr. Gunzburg

Mr. C. E. Green said: “Mr. President, Distinguished 
Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen—lIt is a very great pri- 
vilege for me to be here this evening to have the oppor 
tunity of joining with you on this very happy occasion 
and also to have the privilege of witnessing this very 
impressive graduation ceremony. Unfortunately our 
general manager and sales manager are absent in Kal- 
goorlie and because of that are unable to be present, 
but they have asked particularly that I should apologise 
for their absence tonight 

“My specific duty is to present the Faulding Bur- 
saries to these three young people, but before I carry 
out that very pleasant duty, I would like to pass a 
few other remarks. Tonight has been quite a stirring 
experience, and I am sure you have all been thrilled 
as you watched these young people come up to receive 
their diplomas, rewards which are gained only after a 
lot of hard work and intensive study and much burning 
of midnight oil. Some of them are passing out of their 
student days, and to them I would like to say, con 
gratulations and best wishes for your future career. 
Others have still a hard row to hoe, and to them I say, 
keep the good work going, and we express our best 
wishes for your success at the examinations in the 
future.” 


Mr. R. I. Cohen's Presidential Address 


“Ladies and Gentlemen—As you have already been 
informed, Dr. Williams, Assistant Superintendent of 
Technical Education, has consented to address us to- 
night, and shortly I will ask him to come to the platform 
to take charge of the meeting; but before doing so I 
wish, on behalf of the members of the Pharmaceutical 
Council of W.A., to congratulate all those students and 
graduates who have received their diplomas, certificates 
and awards tonight. Those who have gained the prizes 
in their particular year are specially worthy of com- 
mendation, they have reaped the reward of their efforts. 
Praise is due also to every other participant. As I have 
said On previous occasions, the margin of marks between 
prize winners and others is often extremely small. The 
course is by no means easy, so all may be satisfied with 
results obtained. 

“It is usual on these occasions to offer timely advice 
to those who have passed through our hands, advice 
which may be of assistance in the future conduct of 
your profession. Have no fears, 1 am not going to do 
so! At the beginning of each academic year you have 
all had to submit to a presidential address of this kind 
and one dose should be sufficient. 

“Instead I would like to comment on one aspect of 
your future, and while this applies particularly to those 
who have graduated, it should be of interest and, I 
think, of importance to those of the other years also. 
I refer to your connection with the various pharma- 
ceutical organisations. 

“As you are aware, on te, gi you become mem- 
bers of the Pharmaceutical Society of W.A. If you 
eventually enter business on your own behalf, you will 
naturally join the Pharmaceutical Service Guild. I urge 
you now to be active members of these bodies. Attend 
meetings on every possible occasion. Pharmacy has 
obtained a very high standing by the efforts of those 
who have held executive office in these organisations 
over a great number of years, and you should take the 
opportunity to learn, at first hand, what is being done 
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and show appreciation for what has been done in the 
past by men who have not spared themselves to bring 
about the excellent conditions under which we now 
exist. 


“It is not possible for everyone to occupy positions 
on the various committees. However, we feel that 
pharmacy should be represented by men and women 
who will keep the standard high, so that when the occa- 
sion arises and you feel you are competent to do so, 
nominate for office in the Pharmaceutical Council or the 
State Branch Committee of the Guild. You will be 
needed because as the older men retire we must have 
suitable members to take their places. By taking an 
active’ part in the conduct of your profession, you will 
have the opportunity at times of meeting colleagues 
from other States or overseas. Such contacts will 
broaden your outlook and will help you to make friend- 
ships that will be enjoyed. You will have the satisfac 
tion of knowing that pharmacy will benefit from your 
membership 


“And now, ladies and gentlemen, I will ask Dr. Wil- 
liams to come to the platform and address you.” 


Dr. Williams’ Address 

Dr. Williams said: “Mr. Chairman, Distinguished 
Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen—I must first of all thank 
you for the honour that you have done me and for the 
recognition you have afforded the Technical Education 
Division in inviting me to be your speaker at this func 
tion here this evening. I should like, on behalf of the 
Division, to extend most sincere congratulations to those 
who have received tonight the rewards of their efforts. 


“It is with great pleasure I come here tonight. These 
occasions are heartwarming to those of us who are en- 
gaged in education, as we are. With the limited facili- 
ties it is not unusual if we sometimes tend to wonder 
where we are going and whether in periods of self- 
criticism we become a little doubtful. Then if we can 
come along to occasions such as this and see the young 
people, particularly those in their final year, comin 
forward as they have done tonight—in fact I wondere 
as I saw some of them coming up whether I should 
refer to it as a high calling!—it is encouraging and 
does make us feel that the job is worth while and that 
there are great satisfactions to be obtained in this im- 
portant task of education in our modern society. 


Now whilst we extend our congratulations to all who 
have been up here, we speak particularly tonight to 
those who have completed their course m~ | are moving 
out into the profession which they have chosen. There 
is a tendency to feel at this stage that the end of the 
road has been reached; but I would like to place before 
them the responsibilities which they are facing as they 
go forward into a profession which plays a most impor- 
tant part in the health services of our community, and 
one in which the highest integrity and responsibility 
is required if the community is to receive the service 
which we feel is warranted. 

“Some years ago the American Federation for Phar- 
maceutical Education set up a research investigation 
into the whole of the education of pharmacy in America 
and published a report in 1945, and among other things 
it said this: ‘After all has been said and done, it may 
be concluded that the outstanding factor determining 
the future of the profession of pharmacy is funda- 
mentally moral. In other words, the profession must 
contain a great proportion of members who are very 
jealous of the high reputation of their profession and 
who, by co-operation and determination, have a pride 
in that reputation,’ 


“The report goes further to emphasise the importance 
of a general education for pharmacy students and their 
responsibilities as professional people in their civic 
duties. I do sincerely hope that the graduates who go 
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out tonight will demonstrate the value of the education 
which they have received, and will fully demonstrate 
in their actions the definition of a graduate, and that 
they have, in fact, carried forward from that education 
the highest ideals in our community today—not only 
in their profession, but as professional people in general 
who have had the benefit of a continued education 
which should mark them out as leaders in our com- 
munity. 


“In thinking of what I might say to you tonight, it 
seemed pomnene fitting that I might have a little to say 
on a partnership, the products of which we are seeing 
tonight-——-a partnership between the Pharmaceutical 
Council and the Technical Education Division, in parti 
cular the Perth Technical College, which has a long 
history. The Society or Council, as I read, was formed 
in 1892, and it was not long before this Council recog- 
nised that one of its major functions was an educa 
tional function, and examinations were introduced quite 
early in 1895. In those days the examination schedule 
consisted of six three-hour papers, which were con 
ducted in groups of three on two successive days, and 
the candidate either passed or failed the lot. There were 
no half measures—if you failed you just started all over 
again. 


“Since those days conditions have changed, and I think 
the students will agree with me that it is for the better 
We must have a sturdy respect for the giants of the 
past, who managed to complete their studies under 
those conditions. Today the examination schedule is 
spread out over a fortnight, which gives a little more 
time for thought. 


“In 1902 began the relationship between the Council 
and the Technical Education Division. The Perth Tech- 
nical College opened in 1900 with Chemistry as one of 
its major subjects, and in 1902 an approach from stu- 
dents resulted in pharmaceutical students being pro- 
vided for in the Chemistry Department. In 1903, the 
Pharmaceutical Council established its office in the 
grounds of the Perth Technical College, where it is 
today. 


“Perth Technical College is only too glad to have 
this close association with the Council and the pro 
fession. Throughout the years the numbers have grown 
Prior to the First World War there were about 20 stu- 
dents per year, and prior to the Second World War this 
number had grown to 50 per year. In 1950, 85 students 
were registered. In 1955, for the first time, the figure 
was over 100 (with 102 students), and in 1956 the 
figure now stands at 116 students, a very sound record 
of growth in the profession. 


“Staff, too, has grown accordingly. Initially there were 
only three members of staff. Today there are two mem- 
bers of staff who occupy the whole of their time, and 
about ten others who are members of the Division and 
who give part of their time towards the training of 
apprentices. 


“Now, as frequently happens in these schemes of 
training, the training started off as being at least partial 
evening training; but over the years more has been 
put into day periods, until about two years ago night 
classes were abolished and the whole of the education 
was moved into day periods. I feel that this is the most 
important advance. The apprentices in this particular 
calling have the advantage of what is commonly known 
in Technical Education circles as “day release,” where 
an employee is given time to attend his studies. This 
is a most important aspect of technical education which 
is, I fear, far too infrequently practised. Great Britain, 
where this aspect is causing grave concern, is making 
one of its targets for the next five years the doubling 
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of day release, and already 27 per cent. of those students 
up to the age of 18 have day release to attend their 
studies. I think we in this State should look a good 
deal more to the use of the day release system for the 
young people who are receiving their training. After 
all, industry and business in the past have been willing 
enough to invest in equipment for buildings; but we 
also have to be prepared to invest in personal things if 
we are going to have people with the training and 
schooling which we require to carry out the highly 
complicated tasks of our modern community. And so 
I think the profession of pharmacy is to be congratu- 
lated for its forward step in ensuring that their students 
had a chance to study while they were fresh, rather 
than at the end of a day’s work. 


“On the matter of fees, I think the Technical Educa- 
tion Division can make one boast. It is one of the few 
organisations which is providing products at the same 
price of 40 years ago. Even today, for a full adult stu- 
dent over 21, in the pharmaceutical course, the fees only 
run to £2/10/- to £2/15/- per term. That is paid by the 
employer anyway, so that the contribution which the 
State makes to the training of apprentices in this par- 
ticular field is, I feel sure you will agree, a very con- 
siderable one. 


“In 1951, the Pharmaceutical students were fortunate 
enough to move into new buildings, where were pro- 
vided laboratories and lecture rooms, and at that time 
I think the facilities were probably as good as most in 
Australia. Unfortunately they were planned for about 
the 80 which we had at that time. We are urgently in 
need of more facilities for this training. 


“Another important feature of pharmaceutical educa- 
tion in this State has been the excellent relationship 
with the Government stores. The pharmaceutical 
apprentices have over the years provided very many 
of the pills and drugs used in Government hospitals, 
and they have been used with a very fine record for the 

uality of the product which they have made. I think 
this is very important educationally, because I think 
nothing is more soul-destroying than to be continually 
engaged on work which is to be poured down the sink. 
The fact that the training has been done on materials 
which are to be used effectively in the treatment of 
those people who are in Government hospitals must, I 
am sure, make the training much more realistic and 
stimulating to the students, and this has been a most 
valuable contribution to pharmaceutical education in 
our State. 


“So, too, has been the excellent support from the vari- 
ous firms and organisations, as you have seen from the 

rizes that have been donated tonight. This profession 

as been very strongly supported, and the gratitude of 
both the Division as well as the Council must go to 
those who have been so generous in their recognition 
of the importance of technical education. Despite all 
these excellent aspects of the pharmaceutical training 
and despite the fact that I am told that one pharmacist 
has had trouble to get staff, even though today the wage 
is £25 per week to start with, the fact is that the pro- 
fession is still not recruiting enough people to meet the 
growing needs of the community. It is, I feel, the short- 
age of people to meet the growing demand of profes- 
sional services. Nor can we look in any way much to 
more effective use of the people who undertake training, 
because the wastage rates from the course in this State 
are the lowest in Australia and are somewhere just 
over five per cent. The general pass rate for examina- 
tions is an 80 per cent. pass rate. I think this is a 
very fine record. I think there are very few institutions 
which can point to only a five per cent. student loss. 
I doubt if we could hope to improve on this very much. 
We will have to look to a greater intake into the pro- 
fession to meet the community's needs. 


“I would also like to say here that I think that record

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of success is a very fine tribute to Dr. Watson and his 
staff in the training that they provide, and I would like 
here publicly to express the appreciation of the Divi- 
sion to Dr. Watson and his staff for the excellent job 
that they are doing. 


“Well, now, sco much for the past; what about the 
future? The future of pharmaceutical training in this 
State is tied up with the whole of the development of 
technical education and perhaps I am (although, as my 
clerk pointed out to me today, we have some experience 
in swallowing bitter pills) more qualified to talk about 
the technical education generally than with pharmacy 
in particular. What are the prospects then for the future, 
and for education generally? Well, they are not easy; 
and that prediction is not confined to Australia. Only 
about 12 months ago, President Eisenhower decreed edu- 
cation to be presented with special aid and he asked 
Senate to make special provisions for Federal assjst- 
ance throughout U.S.A., but I do not know the number 
of teachers to be employed. This shows that we are 
not the only ones who foresee difficulty in this field. But 
to take our own situation, where part of the difficulty 
has been the growing rate of students. About 200 addi- 
tional classrooms are required to be built every year. 
Every one costs in the vicinity of £5,000 to build, or to 
do a little more arithmetic, over £1,000,000 is required 
for buildings to cope with the increase in students, and 
this does not take into account the needs of Technical 
Education. You will see that the task is not an easy 
one. At the same time, we must add to this the very 
vital needs of Technical Education for two reasons. 
Firstly, because we cannot overlook the obvious needs 
of industry, and secondly, because we cannot deny the 
growing number of young people who will be coming 
forward if they are properly provided for. We have in 
the past seen a tremendous growth in technical educa- 
tion—from 6,000 to the 27,000 students of today. At 
Perth Technical College—from 5,000 to 12,000 today. 
These are some of the indications of the growing de- 
mand for the services of technical education. This year 
for the first time we started to make use of metro- 
politan centres; Victoria Park, Forrest High and Clare- 
mont. We expected 12 to 15 classes; we started 30. Even 
so, the Perth Technical College is crammed to absolute 
capacity, and where we will turn next we do not know. 
However, I have heard it is being put forward that we 
will be using high schools for classes which can be con- 
ducted there. But there is still a great number of higher 
level subjects requiring expensive laboratory equip- 
ment, which can only be provided economically if these 
facilities are centralised. The Department is moving to 
form a number of trade schools which will withdraw 
certain of the trades from the Perth Technical College 
in due course. We opened this year a new trade school 
at Wembley; the building trade school is now at Leeder- 
ville, and the motor trade school is being planned, In 
this way we are aiming to move off from the Perth 
Technical College much of the lower level work so that 
it can become what will be needed for the future—an 
institute of technology, which will concentrate on the 
training of the technologists and people in commerce 
and business for industry. Great Britain recently has 
moved to spend the sum of £97,000,000 to build up its 
technology resources, This will give some measure of 
development going on in that part of the world, devel- 
opment which we must try to match, and so more atten- 
tion is being given to this question of the training of 
technologists 


“What the ultimate outcome may be in Western Aus 
tralia we have yet to see, but we certainly hope that it 
will not be too many years before technologists receive 
the recognition that we feel] should be granted to them 
for. studies which, in many cases, are the equivalent in 
Jevel of a first degree at the University, and we do look 


forward to that day when adequate provision will be 
made for this work to be recognised 


“This State is conscious of the needs in this direc- 
tion. Some of you will have read with pleasure Mr. 
Hawke’s statement in the press that at the Premier's 
Conference he intended to take forward the needs of 
technical education, because he felt it to be a matter of 
Commonwealth concern. Technical education has a 
very direct relationship to defence, as we saw in the 
last war, and I am sure that with the advance of auto- 
mation, technical education will have a very important 
part to play in retraining many of those people who 
will need to find alternative occupation. So it is a 
matter which concerns full employment, defence and 
the general economic welfare of the community. So we 
ean only wish Mr. Hawke every success in his new 
approach to the Commonwealth on this matter 


“I would just like to have one final word. The path 
ahead for technical education is not going to be an easy 
one. I am sure that you, with me, share faith in the 
future of this State, which still has tremendous re 
sources that have not been anything like exploited 
In that faith we are also confident that the development 
of this State must bring with it development in our 
particular field of technical education. The outcome is 
inevitable. I am sure we cannot have anything else but 
faith in the future of this State and in the future of 
technical education. One thing is certain, no job was 
ever achieved because someone tossed in the sponge or 
decided the game wasn’t worth it, or got depressed 
about the business, We can at least afford to go ahead 
with optimism, because even if we do not go ahead 
quickly, we will at least have been helped in the pro- 
cess of going there.” 


Vote of Thanks 


Mr. Cohen: “I am very sure you will agree that you 
have heard an interesting and inspiring address, and 
soon I will ask Mr. Fitch to move the vote of thanks 
I would like to say a few words about those societies 
that I was speaking about to the students—the Council 
and Guild. There are a number of other societies which 
perhaps won't interest you as much, but all of those 
are member bodies of the Pharmaceutical Association of 
Australia, a body which has its conference every couple 
of years. One of these conferences has just concluded 
in Melbourne, a very interesting affair and full of most 
important matters to the whole of the States. Great 
things are discussed there and the repercussions come 
back to the States, and as I say, are of great import 
ance and we feel that having experience of these can 
ferences of the Pharmaceutical Association of Aus 
tralia, we could not do without them. A great honour 
was conferred upon Western Australia at the last con 
ference when Mr. H. D, Fitch was unanimously elected 
Deputy President of the Pharmaceutical Association of 
AustraLa. That means that at the next conference in 
Adelaide he will naturally be inducted as President of 
the Pharmaceutical Association, which is the greatest 
honour pharmacy in this country can bestow, and we 
all feel sure that Mr. Fitch is undoubtedly the right 
man to be elected to this very important position, I am 
now going to ask him to move a vote of thanks.” 


Mr. Fitch said: “Mr. President, Distinguished Guests, 
Ladies and Gentlemen—Before moving the vote of 
thanks to Dr. Williams, I would like to thank the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Cohen, for his reference to the honour which 
has been bestowed. I do not regard it at all as a 
personal honour, I regard it as a tribute to Pharmacy 
in Western Australia, and when the Presidential posi- 
tion becomes mine, I will certainly do my best to uphold 
the traditions of pharmacy in Western Australia and ir 
Australia 


“However, my pleasure now, ladies and gentlemen 
is to move a vote of appreciation to Dr. Williams fo 
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his address. Another Pharmaceutical Graduation is now 
almost at a close, and with it, parents, graduates, stu- 
dents and masters have had the thrill of pride of 
achievement. Now, to crown that, we have had this 
address by Dr. Williams, which has not only been in- 
teresting and enjoyable to listen to, but has given us 
much to think of and, what is more, something to be 
proud of 


“In thanking you for your address, I would like to
